There never was such a time for "vamping" aa 


there is today. It has always heretofore been, a 
sporadic sort of occupation, done in an amateurish 
fashion by Egyptian queens or Italian dogaressas 
or beauteous ladies of the Valols court. But it has 
never before been popularized as it Is today. It has 
never been handed down to the common people. 
Citizens never in tho past have been able, for in- 
stance, to enjoy all of its attractions'—and dodge its 
dangers—like they can today for 10 cents per. 


If Theda Bara started vamplring In the movies 


on Its popular course, she has not continued the job 
alone. The sinuous Theda has, lor the moat part, 
made her competitors like lukewarm bubbles on the 
brim of a hot spring; but not all of them have stayed 
at that moderate temperature.. There is Gladys 
Brockwell, for instance, who has twisted Milton 
Sills and a few others around her thumb so often 
that you cannot hear their bones cracking any more 
in the process. Valeska Suratt is one of the recruits 
from the "legit." who can "vamp" with the best of 
th m. Even Ethel Barrymore has not escaped the 
Infection, for in a recent picture, "The "White 
Raven," with an Alaskan dance hall instead of the 
usual boudoir as the setting, she was able to main- 
tain that war isn't the most unhealthy thing on earth 
for a man, after all. 


Virginia Pearson and Alice Hollister. have proved 


themselves also capable occupants of the puckered 
sheath gown. Charlotte Burton has proved the 
efficacy of a bathing suit as a substitute therefor 
with none of the vampire's potency lost.

Frederick and Louise Glaum and Nell Shipman and 
our own Pauline Marron and Dorothy Green and—- 
but the list would fill the page if it were permitted 
to folTmr its wy through all of fbe movie vmpires. 
This siren business has attracted many of them and 
most of them have succeeded, and they are very 
beautiful at it and their attractiveness does not seem 
a bit put on, and there are plenty of gentlemen la 
the audience who cannot see why the hero suffers 
so during the vamping process. 


So far as antiquity is concerned the original vam- 


pire was becoming passe by the time Cleopatra 
started entangling Caesars fnend. This original 
one was Lamia, among the fairest of women in 
Greek mythology, queen of Libya. Because Zeus 
loved her, his jealous wife, Hera, flew into a pas- 
sion and stole her children. Right there and then 
Lamia started "vamping " Slaying all of the children 
she could get in her power was but a small part of 
her day's occupation. It was young men that she 
went after in particular, enticing them to her em- 
braces that she might feed on their life and heart's 
blood. It was as tough on them as it is on the 
vampee of today, but It seemed to make Lamia feel 
much better about the. Hera affair. The ancients 
rppresentpd her as a being with th« face of a most 
beautiful woman and the tail of a serpent. Keats 
sang of her in his "Lamia,"

really applied to blood-sucking ghosts before modern 
usage referred It to the blood-sucking bats of South 
America- So It has a sort of 'etymological fitness, 
after all, to Its application today. A vampire in the 
Slav countries of a century or so ago was supposed 
to be the soul of a dead person that quit the buried 
body by night to suck the blood of living persons. 
"When the vampire's grave is opened his corpse is 
found to be fresh and rosy from the blood which 
he has thus absorbed. To put a stop to his ravages 
a stake is driven through his corpse or the head is 
cut off or the heart is torn out and the body burned, 
or, in milder cases, where it is necessary merely to 
discourage a vampire just beginning his wayward 
course, boiling water and vinegar are poured upon 


E 


the grave. Belief in vampirism was more or less 
general in the eighteenth century, and still persists 
In parts of Greece and Slavonia. 


The French court, especially about the time of 


Louis Quatorze and before and after, was the real 
meeting place for vampires. They came thick and 
fast. Their origin was sometimes known and some- 
times not, but never seemed to matter much, any- 
how. Once they shot the vampires' barbs at the 
king, his majesty cared little whether they came 
from a wine cellar in Brittany or were born in tho 
Turneries Itself. Louis himself, in fact, got so to 
depend upon his court vampires that ho sent one of 
them, Louise de Queroualle, to win Charles of Eng- 
gland from the Triple League. Louise followed the 
unfortunate Duchess of Cleveland in Charles' favor 
and she profited by that favorite's misfortunes. "In- 
stead of storming her easy lover into compliance," 
writes one historian of the time, "she enslaved him 
by the arts of her sex anH by mean* of tears, jeal- 
ousies, affectations of sickness and real caprice, 
wound herself Mcurely about bis heart." There i» 


the regular vampire style, only the stake at that time 
was a mere thing like an internatior-'J disalliance. 


Madame de Montespan was one of the long line 


of vampires who disturbed the heart of Louis and 
disturbed most of his court at the same time, one 
of the earliest of them, in fact. De Momsepan really 
didn't want to be a vampire at first at all, and wheii 
she discovered the vulnerable Louis casting sheep's 
eyes at her she begged her husband to take her 
away to the country. That worthy, however, seems 
to have been possessed with mpre ideas of political 
achievement than decency, and he would no nothing 
of the kind. The fair Louise thereupon diverted her- 
self right merrily with the monarch, ^ ho fell more 
and more in love with her. Their children, like those 
of her predecssor, Madame de la Vallierc, Louis 
legitimatized, and he otherwise was pretty fair to 
her, too Everything went hapnily until Madame de 
Maintenon appeared on the scene and temporarily 
displaced Louise. Between the two arose such jeal- 
ousies that Louis had severai times to make peace 
between them, but his predicament was more critical 


still when they both found that they had been dis- 
placed in his favors by a third, the lovely Frontangeg. 


Madame de Pompadour, daughter of a sutler in the 


French army, was most successful of any of the de- 
signing line who beset Louis Quinze. The description 
that Arsene Houssaye gives of her charms com?s 
near enough describing a vampire of today to make 
her easily intelligible to the movie fan. He says: 


"No one knew better than she did how to vary 


the play of her features; at one time she was as 
languishing and sentimental as a Madonna in heav- 
enly rpvcrie; at another she war as full of life, as 
gay and coquettish as a Spanish girl. She had to 
a wonderful degree the gift of tears. But this gift 
of tears sne only had, like other actresses, in the 
presence of the public. Her public was Louis XV." 


The list is very Ions, that of the vampires of the 


European courts. France seems »o have had most 
of them, but England was not altogether overlooked, 
nor Italy, nor Spain. 
Gabrielle d'Estrees, La 


Duchesse de Berri, Madame du Barry, La Grande 
Mademoiselle. The list could be indefinitely ex- 
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tended. Most of them managed by hook or crook to 
dominate the courts and the monarchs to which 
they were attached, to gain power to a surprising 
extent and wealth to an even more surprising degns*. 
What the lives of most of them proved—and here 
again they were inferior to the vampires of the 
movies—their success had finally to come to an end, 


wished.- 


Beside^ Keats' "Lamia," '.he most important vam- 


pire in the realm of verse is, of course, that of Rud- 


ten, that. of a woman .with hungry eyes, leaning 
panther-like over the body of her exhausted victim, 
is widely familiar. It was painted, riot by the better 
known Burne-Jones, but by his brother, Phillip 
Burne-Jones, who, by the way, wrote a book i^ 
which he delivered one of the most severe excoria- 
tions that American modes, men and manners ever 
have received. The publication by Kipling of "The 
Vampire" aroused a storm of protest, chiefly of 
feminine origin, the English-speaking world over. 
Everywhere "the daily Kipling" was villified for 
what was considered an attack on woman. A Har- 
vard college publication delivered one of-the most 
severe criticisms in the form of a lampoon, "A fool 
there was and he wrote a theme " Either Kipling 
realized that he had made a mistake in offering the 
verse to the public or felt that it did not truly repre- 
sent his own sentiments, for he withdrew it, and it 
}if»s rot aprm2.TC'3 in the subs^nucnt collections of his 
t 
works. Stitll it lives on postcards and picture novel- 
ties innumerable. Kipling apparently has created a 
Frankenstein that he never can destroy.

Numerous palatable combinations of two or more- 


focd materials which can be prepared by the house- 
wife with but little trouble in themselves will supply 
the major part of a well-chosen, meal. Such combina- 
tions should be used very frequently to simplify and 
make more economical the serving of a rational diet 
for the family, say specialists of the United States 
Department of Agriculture. Combining leftovers into 
a palatable dish, for example, effects a considerable 
saving in material, in fuel, and in the labor of pre"" 
paring meals and of cleaning cooking utensils and 


. dishes. Good use thus is made of food which might 


otherwise be wasted, when one dish la prepared, 
cooked and handled, instead of several. 


The character of any one of the daily meals should 


be determined by that of the other meals that are 
served. A light breakfast and a lieht snnnpr nr 
luncheon, for instance, usually makes desirable a 
heavier dinner. In some families tho preference 
may be for a hearty breakfast and dinner and a 
very light supper, and so on through a. considerable 
range of individual tastes. If the meal Is to be a 
light one, the combination dish together with the 
bread and butter, which usually accompany Ameri- 
can meals, may be all that is wished. If the com- 
bination dish forms the central part of a heartier 
meal, it is in accordance with our usual food cus- 
toms to serve with it, in addition, to bread and 
butter, such foods as garden vegetables, fruits (fresh 
or cooked), and simple desserts. 
Good planning 


necessitates In the principal meals of the day such 
variety as has been suggested, in order that all the ' 
varied nutritive substances which the body requires 
may be supplied. 


The following are some suggestions for a few of 


the many nuttfelous combination dishes which may 
be'prepared without too much trouble from staple 
food materials and common "left overs," and for 
other foods which can accompany them to make a 
well-rounded meal. 
Every housekeeper, of eourse,- 


will have a special liking for certain dishes and 
combinations. 


Some typical combination dishes and foods served 


with them to make rational meals: 


Spaghetti or macaroni or rice cooked with to- 


mato, onion or green pepper, and cheese, or cheese 
sauce, served with white, graham or whole-wheat 
bread, and butter, and stewed or sliced fruit and 
simple cookies. 


Boiled nee baked (scalloped), with minced left 


over meat, chipped beef, or fresh or canned fish, 
served with beet, dandelion or other erreens, dressed 
with peanut, olive, cottonseed cr other table oil, 
with vinegar and lemon juice enough to flavor the 
dressing, and wheat, corn or rye bread and honey. 


Boiled rice scrambled with eggs, served with a 


succulent vegetable such as stewed tomatoes, canned 
corn, green peas or beans and bread and butter and 
nuts and raisins or other dried fruits. 


Green peas and canned salmon with whito (5. e., 


thickened milk) sauce, served with corn bread and 
syrup. 


Meat pie (meat from inexpensive cuts) or fish pie 


with flour or potato crubt, served with turnips, car- 
rots, onions or parsnips and biscuits and butter, with 
jam or jelly or hot chocolate. 


Mashed potato with creamed codfish (i. e., cream 


sauce containing a little salt codfish), served with 
lettuce with oil and vinegar or lemon juice dress- 
ing and crackers and cheese or peanut butter sand- 
wiches. 


Meat stew (inexpensive cuts or left overs), with 


turnips or other vegetables including left overs, and 
with rice in the stew or flour or corn meal dump- 
lings; or fish chowder made from fresh, canned or 
dried fish, crackers, skim milk and onion, served 
with bread and butter and fresh or >=tpwpd fruit 


Boiled dinner (corned beef or corned button 


cooked with fresh vagetables, as potatoes, turnios, 
carrots, etc.). served- with bread and butter and 
apple or other fruit and bread crumb pudding. 


Cow peas boiled with pork ana combined with 


boiled rice, served with a green vegetable or vege- 
table salad and honey, brown sugar, maple sugar or 
date sandwiches. 


Beans baked with pork or bacon, served with Bos- 


ton brown bread and butter and rurt apple sauce and 
cookies. 


I3i-n and cheese roast (a mixture of cooked beans 


and cheese prepared and seasoned like a meat loaf) 
with tomato sauce or brown gravy, served with 
sweet potatoes and bread and butter and atle«d 
orange* and bananas-or other fruit.

State. It has been found that the Egyptian cotton 
'and the Purango kind may be grown In many sec- 
tlos of California, possibly in the cooler bay section, 
afd that a profitable Industry is waiting- to be wel- 
comed. 


In a way. the cotton crop for this State is not new. 


During the Civil War and before we were growing 
it here and since that time, in some little way, the 
State has been shipping out the bales. 


In many of the tropical and subtropical regions of 


Asia, Africa, and America, efforts are being me.de to 
establish cotton culture as colonial enterprises on 
a basis of permanent competition with the United 
States. There can hardly be a question of the de- 
sirability of utilizing our resources of production as 
far as feasible. One of these undeveloped resources 
is the production of Egyptian cotton, which exper- 
iments have shown to be possible In California. The 
need of supplementing our importations of Egyptian 
cotton by domestic production has recently been very 
acutfc, and the high prices that are now being paid 
'are attracting public attention to the possibilities 
of cotton growing in California. 


No danger of direct competition with the older 


centers of cotton production in tha Southeastern 
States Is involved In the development of cotton 
culture in California, for the reason that it will be so 
obviously to the advantage of California to produce 
cotton that will not need to enter into competition 
"With the Suth, such as the Egyptian cotton, which 
our manufacturers are Importing on a. scale of many 


' millions of dollars every year. All previous, records 


•were exceeded In 1916, with importations amounting 
to 'about 350,000 bales, valued at more than $35,- - 
000,000. 


The rapidly Increasing demand for Egyptian and 


other superior types of cotton Is due to a variety 
of causa?, the most important being, undoubtedly, 
the enormous proportions attained by the automobile 
tire-fabrlo industry and the greater attention being 


* given by manufacturers, dealers and the public gen- 


erally to the fact that strength and durability of 
fabrics depend very largely on the quality of the 
Icotton fiber. .Recognition of this fundamental fact 
iln relation to automobile tires in time may -be re- 
'flected In other branches of the textile industry and 
iln turn lead eventually!to a. general elimination of 
'the enormous waste of Industrial effort, involved in

- Even with the same long-staple variety grown in 
••California as in ttie eastern districts there may be no 
idirect or injurious competition. The conditions of 
'the soil, climate and water supply in California are 


:so different as to give the lint distinctive qualities, 
land there is less danger of the annual fluctuations in 
'yield and quality of fiber that have made it unsafe 
,lor manufacturers to rely upon eastern long staples 
.exclusively. 


IS OUD INDUSTRY HERE. 


In the_ San JoaqUln Valley, cotton, growing can 


ihardly be considered as a new Industry but rather 
las a return to % beginning that was made in the 
early years of the agricu'tural history of the State, 
in the middle of the last century, and maintained 
through the period of the Civil "War and beyond. 
The Ninth Census, that for 1870, notes the pro- 
duction of thirty-four bales of cotton in San Diego 
County, but it is known that larger acreages of cotton 
were being planted in the-San Joaquln Valley during 
this period. 


In the report of the Tenth Census, that for IS SO, 


published in 1884, California was included with the 
other cotton growing States on a basis of production 
of 295 bales, .grown on 375 acres In Merced County, 
the lack of more complete statistics being explained 
by a note saying that "the enumeration schedules 
sent to this State did not Include cotton." 


In the general discussion of the conditions and 


prospects of cotton culture in California, also pub- 
lished in the Tenth Census report, plantings estimated 
at 1500 to 2000 acres are said to have been made in 
Merced County In 1873, and in that year a firm of 
Merced County growers made an export shipment of 
22,886 pounds of cotton to Liverpool. This seems 
to have marked the climax of the early efforts, but 
areas of 350 to 500 acres continued to be planted in 


the next decade, or possibly later, though no cotton 
was returned from California in the Eleventh Census, 
that for 1890. 


HllgarC shows that cotton had begun, to attract 


attention in California as far back as 1856, when 
a premium of $75 was offered by the State Agri- 
cultural Society for the best acre .ot potton. -. In 1862 
the State Legislature offered «iiva'jrereBate ot $6500 
in premiums for cotton in lots of 100 bales, the best 
lot to be rewarded with $3000, but the prizes re- 
mained unclaimed until 1866, when the $3000 was 
paid to a farmer in Los Angeles County who raised 
108 acres, the yield not being stated. The counties 
from which successful plantings were reported in the 
earlv period are Butte, Colusa, Fresno, Kern, Lake, 
Los Angeles, Merced, Sacramento, San Diego, Santa 
Barbara, Shasta. Sutter, Tulare and Yolo. Other 
counties supposed to afford conditions favorable for 
cotton were Napa, Sonoma, and Tehama. The gen- 
eral conclusions reached to Hilgard from his detailed 
investigations of the California cotton industry In 
1879 were stated as follows: 


THE RECORD. 


"From the record 
above given it apppca* 


that cotton has been 
successfully 
grown at 


many points, practically covering the whole of 
the great valley, a part of the foothill lands 
of Shasta 
and a part 
of Napa county, and 


to the southward all the agricultural portion, of the 
southern region. By inference drawn from similarity 
of climate and products, without direct test, we may 
include within the possible cotton growing portions 
of the State the valleys of Napa and Sonoma, the 
agricultural portion of Lake County, tlte foothill 
region of Tehama, and the entire lower foothills of 
the Sierra., On the other hand, all the bay region, 
as well as the seaward valleys of the entire Coast 
Kange, are excluded from the cotton growing area 
by reason of cool summers, trade winds and fogs 
to which they are subject. 


"In addition it may be broadly stated that in the 


Sacramento Valley cotton may on deep soils be grown 
without irrigation, while in the San Joaquln Valley 
it, like all other crops, must be irrigated to insure 


profitable returns. The best experience seems, more- 
over, to indicate that, aa In the case of the vine, the 
minimum irrigation- that -will nable the plant to 
develop is that which on the whole gives the best 
results, Inasmuch as late irrigation especially tends 
to retard the opening of the bolls and in the low 
portions of the fields to start new growth, leaving 
the older bolls stationary. 


"The Sea Island variety Is a failure thus far wher- 


ever tried. That cotton culture has not assumed 
larger proportions In California as yet is adequately 
explained by the fact that the; home market Is,. in 
the absence of cotton factories, extremely limited, 
and the long distance from the world's ^markets 
renders competition with the Atlantic Cotton States 
on the one hand and with India on the other a 
doubtful matter, which, eould ba turned in favor of 
California only by exceptional circumstances, such 
as peculiar excellence of the staple. At the same* 
time, cotton" production has been found profitable 
so fax as. the home demand has gone, and good prices 
have been obtained; and when exported the California 
staple has rated high in cmparlaon with the average 
product of the Gulf States. 


"What, then, are the inducements toward an.ex- 


pansion of cotton culture in California and the pos- 
sible establishment of cotton factories on the.coast 
to create a home demand? 


"With the equalization ol the prices of labor, in 


consequence of increased facilities of communication, 
there certainly la no reason why the home demand 
for cotton goods on the Pacific coast should not be 
supplied from home growth and manufacture, and 
there is reason why It might secure a large share 
of the Asiatic market, with which It is In the most 
direct connection." 
> 


NATURAL OONDrnoWB FAVORABIiE. 


That natural conditions of fioil and-climate very 


favorable for cotton culture are to he found In the 
Interior valleys of California has been shown again 
in recent years by the behavior of series of different 
kinds of cotton that have been grown and studied 
at several points representing the general range of 


climatic conditions—B/ed Bluff, Chlco, Marysvllle, 
Davis, Stockton, Dos Palos, Visalia, Exeter, Semi- 
tropic and Bakersfield. 
/ 


The general result of these experimental plantings 


hag been to leave no doubt that cotton is able to 
make normal .growth and mature good crops in the 
warmer districts of the interior valleys; that is, in 
the northern part of the Sacramento Valley and the 
sou^iern part of the San Joaquin Valley. The most 
"successful plantings have been those at Bakersfield 
and Semitropio In Kern County, and at Doa Palos in 
Merced County, where the plants were extremely well 
grorvn and productive, with bolla of very Jarge aiae 
and lint of excellent quality, results that arc-obtained 
only under conditions thoroughly favorable for the 
development of the plants. 


*-•- Much more extensive experiments would be nec- 
essary to determine how tar cotton culture might be 
carried toward the cooler climate of the bay districts 
In the central part of the State by using early short- 
season varieties or selecting for adaptation to the 
local conditions, but no special difficulties seem 
likely to -be encountered In the warmer parts of the 
valleys. The cotton plant is able to thrive on a great 
variety of -soils, a moderate but regular supply of 
moisture being the chief requirement. While the 
plants are able to survive drought, the crop is likely 
to be injured by any extreme condition that checks 
or forces the growth of the plants. 


It has to be expected that any undertakings with 


a new crop, wherever the beginnings may be made, 
must pass through an experimental period, in ordsr 
to test fully the possibilities cf the soil and local 
climatic conditions and determine the methods that 
can be applied to the greatest advantage.. The most 
that can b* said at present la that practical exper- 
iments with cotton are likely to.-be Justified in any 
nf the warmer districts where soils of reasonable 
fertility and adequate supplies of water aro available. 


"With a yield-of a bale of BOO pounds of lint ootton 


the cost of picking- an acre of the Durango. variety

in the constitution as a national indus- 
try, has at last come into its honored 
own. 
For from, being s. simple gas- 


tronomic -temptation which grew wild in all parts 
of the U. S. A., it has .jumped into world signifi- 
cance by invading the shell-riven trenches'of Eu-" 
J'upe, iliiu j.i Uiii -C i eiiuii, ±nzi£±cu-t. A.UU VJC-IAAICHA w*t 1,1.10- 
fronts are coming daily .reports of its ravages In 
the army cuisines of af least four Warring nations. 


Pie has a pedigree." It might almost be said to 


have a family tree, for Its ancestry dates back to 
the time of the Crusaders—the noble anchorage 
ground of many distinguished families. 
The first 


Colonial "pye" is supposed,to have 'come to America 
In the Mayflower, which, if popular testimony Is to 
be believed, carried In addition 10,000 class A rock- 
bound Pilgrims, 365,000 spinning wheels, 2000 loads 
c* antique furniture, 1500 copper milk cans, 900 
Bibles and 250 Peregrim "White cradles. 


Peering- Into the dim obscurity of Crusader time's, 


when gentlemen of culture went around and 
thumped each other's tinware from the backs of 
decorative Pervherons for the amusement of tal- 
cumned ladies of high degree, we find "pye" one 
of the stable articles of refreshment following: the 
tpurnaments. These pyes, -however, differed from 
the pie of modern days, In. that they called forth 
the resources of the entire household to produce 
and resulted in mastodonic outputs that weighed 
as high as 195 pounds each. 


An ancient recipe or architectural ground plan 


of a "Yule-tide Pye," copied from a quaint old book, 
black-lettered 
on yefiow paper, describes one of 


these dainty little tld-bits as "three feet long, two 
feet broad 
and 
seven Inches deep." Into this 


"cofiin" went two legs of -veal weighing twenty-six 
pounds each, thirty rabbits and forty-two pounds 
of pork. The crust contained "nine pounds of lard, 
five pounds of suet, four pounds of salt and four 
and one-half stone of flour." Besides all this there 
were "caudles" of gravy and the like, to make the 
"content soupey." 


CHANGES HISTORY. 


The arrival of pye in America changed-the whole 


history of the country. 
No •' one denies that the 


early Pilgrims deserved some small credit for mess- 
ing around, shooting up the Indians, raising corn 
and subdividing: the country into states. From them 
have come, by legitimate succession, modern real 
estate agents,'whose suburban exploitations have 
made good advertising-possible. But ask any sturdy 
son of an equally sturdy father, who Insists on 
th« Inalienable right to eat pie under any and all 
circumstances, what conspicuous /American trait has 
been preserved as a truly American characteristic . 
iiuLu uio rttvuiuuuu LU uitj prebKiic uiiio, alia along 
with patriotism he will mention pie. 


In {he history of this country the two have gone 


hand-ln-hand. Just as th& constitution has followed 
th* flag, so pie has followed the constitution. When 
adventurous Americans, Imbued with the militant 
spirit and unable on account of efficient police de- 
partments or professional ring standing to fight at 
home, hied away to Europe's trenches, along _wlth 
the Stars and Stripes - pinned on their lapels,, they 
took a good healthy appetite for nie. Out of this 
demand for the national commodity grew the neces- 
sity for pie in the trenches. 
Volla! The pie ap- 


peared. 


It is not 'the same, however—that European 


trench pie. It lacks tho nonchalant tern to the 
crust, the off-hand rakish puff to the fork-vents, 


the reckless abandon of contents that causes a home- 
grown, high-pressure ^American pie to spew over 
the edge and trickle down into the oven and fill 
the house with savory odors. The European pies 
are different They are grimmer, sterner pies, with 
a hardness about them, that is born of their sur- 
roundings. The French pies are fancy—sculptured 
effects, with delicately flavored contents—tempera- 
mental, epicurean productions. The German plea 
are heavy,. solid and all alike—one like the other. 
The Russian pies are greasy In the crust, while the 
-tinguan pies are tmcxer in me crust tnan any 
other pie in Europe. 


But the good old-fashioned, home-grown, golden- 


brown, done to a turn pies, with the Bertillion 
finger prints around the edge, that wear the un- 
mistakable label of Uncle Sam. in every convolution 
and are eaten with the ears pinned back—these 
have not yet reached the trenches. And until the 
United States annexes Europe arid establishes a 
, jitney service between Oyster Bay and Berlin, there 
is little chance that England, France, Russia, Italy 
and the rest of them will understand how far pie 
and patriotism go hand In hand. 


As for Oakland—well Oakland eats 22,000 pies 


daily, which Is a fairly good claim to being patriotic, 
figuring pie, as we said In the beginning1, as a 
national Industry. 


that half of the return, or $35 to $50 an acre, may 
be reckoned as a net gain from the farm operations. 
With Egyptian cotton, the cost of picking must be 
reckoned as about double that of Durango, and the 
ginning of Egyptian cotton is also more expensive, 
roller gins being required Instead qf saw gins, which 
are used for Upland staples. To make good these 
differences, a premium of 4 or 5 cents a pound for 
the !!st is accessary to render the Egyptian more 
profitable, but the new and rapidly increasing: Smt 
mand for Egyptian cotton for automobile tires ant. 
other industrial uses, and the stationary or declining 
pros-cation Iz. Egypt favor a substantial premium for 
Egyptian. It may be that yields will average higher 
with Durango, in view of' the fact that Egyptian 
cotton, though with favorable conditions Egyptian 
may yield as much as Durango. Profits of $150 "to 
$250 per acre are claimed for growers of Egyptian 
cotton in the Salt River Valley in 1918, hut these 
must be considered as altogether exceptional and 
certainly not to be used as a basis of calculation. 


It Is possible that difficulties may be encountered 


in providing roller gins In case a greatly increased 
acreage of Egyptian cotton should be planted in 
Arizona and southern California in the season of 
1917. Roller gins are not made In the United States 
but have to be imported from England. The demand 
for them has been limited in the past to the Sea 
Island districts of the South Atlantic States. 


coxoDUSiosrs. 


Cotton was grown in California half «. century ago, 


but the ?ar!y attempts •were mafia on a. basis of fiirac* 
competition with the South, which could not oe 
maintained when normal conditions had been re-es- 
tablished. after the Civil War. The present possibili- 
ties of development of cotton culture In California 
He in the direction of producing Egyptian or other 
special types of long-staple cotton. The demand for 
ootton of the Egyptian type is increasing: rapidly and 
not likely to be met by increased production '.n 
Egypt, where the crop is endangered -by the invasio^ 
of a new insect pest. 


Experimental plantings in the region of Bakers- 


field Indicate that the Egyptian type of cotton can 
be grown in the southern part of the San Joaquln 
Valley. No assurance can be given that Egyptian 
cotton will mature a crop outside of the Bakersfleld- 
Fresno region. If plantings ara to be made in the 
northern part of the San Joaquin Valley or in the 
Sacramento Valley, the Durango cotton or other 
long-staple Upland varieties are more likely to suc- 
ceed, since they do not require as long. a season as 
the Egyptian. 


While cotton makes larger- demands for-hand labor 


than many other crops its requirements for attention 
at particular times usually ar» not »o acute, which 
renders it well adapted for fitting: in with other crops 
to form practical systems of diversified agriculture. 
Labor is need^d-Chiefly at the picking; season, which 
comes In .thV fall after the grapes and moit-of the 
other fruifccrops hav.e been harvested. 


Guided by the Department of the Interior through 


its Bureau of Education, the Alaskan Indian is fast 
learning Important lessons in.business management. 
He is taught to protect himself from the sharp prac- 
tices of unscrupulous traders., 


In several Eskimo villages the school authorities 


have started co-operative stores, where natives may 
exchange their wares, and buy the necessities^ life 
at a legitimate price. Contact with the civilized -world 
has forced many of them to rely on certain requisites 
of civilized life, and these were often Imposed upon 
them, at extortionate prices. 
1 The Bureau of Education put*, stop to this vicious 
system. 
Under the general supervision of the 


teachers, co-operative* stores were established among 


the, natives, owned and managed by the natives them- 
selves. At these stores food and supplies are sold at 
reasonable prices, and furs and ivories, woven baskets 
and other native products can be disposed of with 
profit for the Indian, 


• Twelve months after its establishment the co-oper- 
ative store at Hydaberg, In Southeastern Alaska, de- 
clared 6 cash dividend of 50 per cent, and still had 
funds available that were used in the construction 
of a larger store. 


In addition to the actual stores, the Department of 


the Interior!, has made arrangements whereby na- 
tives may forward their furs and other products to 
Seattle, where they are sold at auction. In this way 
the income, of the Alaskan Indian frequently attains 
very fair proportions. 


found in many places, it Is not advisable to attempt 
to grow cotton on a commercial scale except in 
communities that can be organized for this purpose, 
so as to have an assured prospect of production on 
such a scale as to warrant the establishment, prefer- 
ably under community auspices, of the ginning estab- 
lishments and oil mills that are a part of the nec- 
essary equipment of a cotton producing: community. 


Farmers in. California are advised against under- 


taking the planting- of cotton on a merely Individual 
basis, not only because of the dlfficultlea-of handling 
and marketing a new crop to advantage, but also- in 
order to avoid as far as possible the danger of at- 
tempts being made to bring in cotton seed either 
from the cotton belt or from Egypt. Such Importa- 
tions of cotton seed are now forbidden by Federal 
and State regulations, the object being- to prevent the 
introduction of the boll weevil from the-cotton belt 
and the pink bollworm'from Egypt. 


Another reason for advising1 that -efforts- to estab- 


lish cotton culture be centralized in communities Is 
that much more effective co-operation ' can be ex- 
tended by the different branches of the Department 
of Agriculture that have been working In recent years 
in co-opefation with new communities. The nature 
of the cotton Industry Is such that" many things can 
be done by communities which are Impracticable for 
the farmer who attempts to grow and market Ills 
crop Individually. 


Efforts to establish the cotton industry in new 


districts have, of necessity, to-pass through, an exper- 
imental period in order to determine the hest variety 
to he grown, the special cultural methods required 
by the local conditions, the form of organlzation 
adapted to the community, and the most desirable 
srstTn of handling- and marketing1, as well es to 
solve other probl.-jins that are encountered In devel- 
oping new commur.iy j.

and vaudeville entertainments, lectures, -religious 
services, ?ood books, newspapers, current magazines, 
tons of stationery—and even Ice water—to hold men 
back from committing vital errors which they -would 


ever afterward regret, This the secretaries found to 
be the biggest job they ever tackled—safeguarding 
In a wholesome- manner the leisure moments of 
some 150,000 troopers—but they succeeded in making 
real progress in every field of T. JL C. A. work, 
as thousands of soldier boys now know. 


The response to this strong uppeal to the play and 


recreational side—as well as to the home instincts— 
of their natures, resulted in thousands of men and 
mere boys presenting themselves at the T. M. C. A. 
tents and huts just for a chance to "do something" 
during "off liours. The first thing most of them 
thought about was to "write letters back home telling 
the "folks" there of their experiences, trials—and 
Jonesomeness. That was the T. M. C. A.'s first point 
of contact with the soldier boy—handling his mail to 
and from home—and- it gave the pssociatioa secre- 
taries an opportunity to Introduce thousands o£ men 
to a wide variety of real human, friendly service 
which they had known nothing about before. 


TOXS Ol? STATIONERY. 


Tons of stationery had been transported to the 


camps for the free u^e of the troopers, and they 
ma3e good in its abundant use, too. An average ot 


1000 letters a day were written to friends in each of 
these forty 7. M. C. A. tents by tt>» soldier boys. 


The consumption of writing paper while the troops 
were on the. border averaged 75,000 sheets a day. 


Thus the T. M. C. A. made its first bid for the 


soldier boy's time when not on duty. Once inside its 
building, the trooper found many other things to 
attract and hold him. 


With the United States' declaration of war against 


Germany and the passage by Congress of measures 
to raise an army of 1,000.000 men, the international 
committee of the Young Men's Christian Associa- 
tion prepared Immediately to mobilize Its own secre- 
tarial forces and provide financially for the mainte- 
nance of a work in behalf of the new enlistment 
similar to that carried on from San Antonio to San 
Diego, and in the European countries. 


One thousand T. M. C. A. secretaries have been 


called to man at least SOtTassociat'on buildings to 
be erected for the new army, and a nation-wide cam- 
paign is now in progress to raise a fund of $3,000,000 
for the support of the work. 


A war work council of the California Tounc Men's 


Christian Association has agreed to raise $125,000 
of this amount,^and campaigns will be waged simul- 
taneously by sixteen city associations ot tho State, 
besides the various county, community and college 
organization!. The California canvass will begin May 
21 and continue for ten days,. 


Under the new scheme of Y. M. C. A. work every 


brigade tent or building will have a general secre- 
tary in charge, assisted hy a physical director, re- 
ligious work secretary and two assistants, one of 
whom will operate a moving picture machine. This 
same staff -will be equipped to accompany expedi- 
tionary forces across the water when the troops are 
ready to make that journey. Wounded men will be 
cared for by a highly trained group of secretaries 
skilled in first aid, Red Cross and medical methods. 


In- mobilization centers the secretaries will organ- 


ize the soldiers into athletic, educational and re- 
ligious work committees and promote a comprehen- 
sive program including those'three features. Classes 
will be organized for the instruction of men who 
desire a particular line of training. This new phase 
of the work has tho hearty endorsement of the army 
and navy officials. 


The association will also maintain lunch car*-on 


every troop train and at every railroad division point, 
so that the soldiers may have hot meals while In 
transit, and will erect portable bath houses hi division 
freight yards. Both the lunch cars and portable 
baths are recent developments of Y. M. C. Jk work

It is a commonplace of military study that surprise 


Is the chief element In military success. It has be- 
come almost equally a commonplace during the pres- 
ent war to say that under its condition the old factor 
of surprise has been eliminated, says an English 
military expert 


This is an error due to a too narrow definition, 


of the word "surprise"; for If we examine the vari- • 
ous bids for Immediate success which the two groups 
have made from the beginning we shall find that the 
element of surprise was always present In a greater 
or less degree. 


When tlie people say that the element of surprise 


has been eliminated from modern war or, at any 
rate, from this great campaign, they mean that 
absolute tactical-surprise in the old sense has almost 
been eliminated. * Before the coming of aircraft one 
could conoeal movement behind any rise of ground 
and movement at any distance away -wag absolutely 
concealed whatever the nature o* the ground. Fur- 
ther a main element in local or tactical surprise is 


i rapidity ol movement and rapidity of movement is 
obviously more open to a small body than to a large 
one. The Issue at Waterloo was determined by sur- 
prise. Napoleon waa unaware that the bulk of the 


i Prussian army had retreated northward. He thought 


i It had retreated eastward. Aircraft would have un- 
, deceived him. The master stroke at Blenheim, though 
very open, was none the less a piece of tactical sur- 


1 Brlse, for It was the bringing ; ound of the Whitw Cui- 
rassiers (if I remember rightly), from the extreme 
right and the summoning of them by Marlborough to 
the center that decided the rupture of the Franco- 
Bavarian line. 


Now local or tactical surprise of that sort, save on 


quite a tiny scale, has not been present In this war: 
First because aircraft can discover movements even 
! at a distance, as a rule, and can discover them be- 
hind any small local obstacle; secondly, because the 
very large masses of men employed take a long time 


1 to concentrate and concentration of such bodies 
' cannot be long concealed. To these two main reason's.

SUM, POSSIBLE. 


Nevertheless, surprise In a broader sense is, as I 


have said, present today. And it is. the great Interest 
' of the present movement that the enemy Is bound in 


; his last struggle to introduce some element of sur- 


1 prise or, at any rate, to try to Introduce it In pro- 
portion to his success In this respect will be the 
severity of the final task befora the Allies. 


The Tact that surprise Is still possible can l>e ap- 


preciated from examples: For example, In the win- 
ter or 1915 the enemy desired to relieve East Prus- 
sia of its Russian Invaders. The Germans, therefore, 
attacked with peculiar violence in front of Warsaw— 
deliberately sacrificing great numbers of men—and 
withdrew attention from their main objective to the 
north. That objective was the Nlemen; ana It will 
be remembered that our Allies suddenly found In 
front of them a very considerable concentration in 
East Prussia, when their interest had been concen- 
trated far to the south in front of Warsaw. This 
concentration had been effected far behind the front, 
and had the advantage of greater rapidity of move- 
,m«nt, having much tetter railways behind It. But

late rush to the fantastic Is utterly natural, life, 
she argues, should be so arranged so that everyone 
should have healthy expression of fun, the formal 
life of -woman needs fashionable clothes and all the 
inventions and tricks that go with them.

The first use of gas in the spring of the same year 


in front of the Ypres sector by the enemy was a 
signal example of surprise, though this was accom- 
panied by a bad blunder; for the enemy seems to 
have treated this first use of gas as an experiment 
It was apparently more successful than he had an- 
ticipated, as he had not made the preparation for 
following up. The consequence was that though a 
bad gap opened in the line, and the left flank of the 
Canadians were left quite unsupported, no practical 
result was achieved by the Germans. 


USE OF .AIRCRAFT. 


The co-ordinated^ use of aircraft with the new 


heavr Uege train at Liege, Namur and Antwerp was 
another example of surprise effected by a novelty 
of weapon. It was, one may add in. passing, the one 
great permanent success which the enemy has had. 
and the only one, from first to last The Austrian 
theory and development of the heavy siege train, and* 
the combined Austrian and German appreciation of 
what aerial observation could do in combination with 
such a siege train, made up a wholly novel military 
lesson taught to Europe by the enemy. Here again 
they were more successful even than they had ex- 
pected, for, as Colonel Feyler has well pointed out, 
and as is indeed clear from the map, the Immediate 
application of this kind of threat to the old fortified 
frontier between Verdun and Belfort would imme- 
diately have opened a gate into France. As it was 
the enemy preferred to break treaties and to invade 
through Belgium with the result rare, but not un- 
known in history, that-his political crime proved him 
military punishment 


A recent example of surprise "with which, -we .are 


all familiar Is the use of tanks, and another Is- the 
tactical method which the French have elaborated. 
Here was a very extreme case- of surprise. The French 
in October struck suddenly on a few thousand yards 
of the Verdun sector, inflicted extremely heavy losses, 
recovered a wide belt of ground, did the whole thing 
in between two and three hours, and In unwonnded 
prisoners alone took about 6000 men, at an expense 
in casualties of under 3000. The enemy told us upon 
this occasion that the element of surprise was largely 
accidental and depended mainly upon a fog. But this 
was false, for when the French tried tho method 
again a few weeks later in perfectly clear weather, 
it was even more successful, I refer to the action 
which was ironically to commence at the same mo- 
ment as the- German overtures for peace were known 
in Paris. It will be remembered that these overtures 
were known in Paris at noon upon the 12th of last 
December. The new French Intensive bombardment 
in front of Verdun began at that moment; after not 
quite two hours of It the French infantry was launch- 
ed, took a belt about a couple of miles In width, pick- 
ed up between eleven and twelve thousand prisoners, 
and a large number of guns, and did all this with a 
loss in casualties less than a half, I believe, and 
probably not more than a- third of the number of 
able-bodied prisoners alone. 


Both the Verdun and Trentlno offensives had an 


element of surprise In them la the unexpected weight 
of gun power developed by the enemy at their open- 
ing. This was particularly true of the opening of the 
Trcntino offensive. It had been Impossible to observe 
in the mountains the full concentration, of heavy 
artillery that had been going on for two months. It 


known to u*-lu. progress, but Its *cal« waa nut 


appreciated until the intensive fire began. There was 
a further element of surprise in the exceedingly suc- 
cessful, smooth and rapid railway work of the Ital- 
ian general staff when they moved a large army, 
partly new, from «ast to- west and destroyed the Aus- 
trian plan last June. 


At the opening of the Somme there was, upon the 


Allied side, a double element of surprise. First the 
enemy by his own recent confession, did not appreci- 
ate the strength of the French concentration to the 
south of the English, and secondly (also accorlng to 
his own recent confession), he did not appreciate 
what would be the weight of the English fire, 


A NEW SURPRISE. 


There>'was surprise of a-sort In the Franco-Serbian 
mova which 'disengaged Monastlr. The Allies had 
been checked In the open plain of the Cerna, an* the 
enemy calculated that he could have still less success 
^to the east In the mountains beyond the river. The 
French command worked upon the contrary theory. 
They acted (after their check in the open) upon the 
theory that the mountains to the east though they 
would have proved an obstacle superior to the 
trenches in the plain In old days would, under mod- 
"•m conditions, be more vulnerable, because it was 
more difficult to prepare artificial cover in them, 
and also, perhaps, because the effect of field artillery 


for that hard ground WSP greater. At any rate, the 
mountain belt was cleared and the Monastir posi- 
tions turned by their left They would not have been 
so turned had not the Germans commanding the Bul- 
garians overestimated their power of resistance in 
the hills and thus suffered tho consequences of a 
surprise. 


A capital example of surprise due to the first ap- 


pearance of intensive artillery preparation nron the 
new scale was the breaking- of the Russian front in 
Gallcia upon May 1. 1915, the foundation of the 
great enemy advance through Poland. Here the con- 
centration of the enemy was perfectly well known, 
as was his point of attaclc. Butwnat-was not allowed 
for on the Allied side was the- now weight of fire 
which the enemy was about to develop. The highly 
successful stroke of Bmsslloff a year later In Volhy- 
nla contained an element of surprise of another sort 
So far as wo can Judge the surprise here consisted In 
the element of time. The enemy did not appreciate 
how rapidly tho new Russian, armies had proceeded 
with their equipment 


"We can see then from ticss examples.and from 


numerous other smaller ones In the course of the 
campaign that the element of surprise In war, though 
It has been changed in Quality, remains essentially

The home-canning specialists of the United States 


Department of Agriculture urge every housekeeper 
to save bottles—especially wide-necked ones—for 
putting up fruits, preserves, jellies, jama and fruit 
juices. Saving of bottles is highly important, they 
say, as there threatens to be a serious shortage of 
regular jars and preserving cans this season. 


The fruit products named, if sealed with corks 


and paraffin, can b' kept perfectly in these make- 
shift containers. 
Jellies, jams and preserves can 


be kept even in ordinary drinking glasses, by the 
use of paper and paraffin. 
Fruit juices should be 


packed in ordinary small-necked bottles. 


Vegetables, soups and meats, on the other hand, 


to keep must be sealed by tho usual fruit-jar or 
tin-can packing methods. 
Reserve regular con- 


tainers for foods that cannot be packed in bottles. 


Tb»-«pMlalist» ar»-al*x> urging, all-membera-of 


canning'clubs and others not only to can products, 
but to dry and evaporate all such products as ap- 
ples, pumpkin and squash. 
They advise strongly 


that if containers are scarco locally, those in stock 
should be used to preserve perishable products 
which have the highest nutritive value. Nothing 
should be packed In jars or cans which can be con- 
served effectively in other ways. 


Candy containers or other glass jars with screw 


tops or glass stoppers, and in fact any receptacle 
of glass, crockery or porcelain, can be sealed with 
cork or paper and paraffin. 


Larpe tin canisters or tin cans with removable 


covers, provided tho body of the container is air 
and water tight, will be found useful In (aniing 
certain fruit products. Such containers can be 
sterilized and their covers hermetically sealed in 
place with jsold«^ot wax,

Specialists in commercial handling and preserving 


of fruits in the Bureau of Chemistry, U. S Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, have'worked out the following 
accurate directions (which may be applied also to 
"household conditions) for preserving strawberries 
so (that just eni/ugh sirup of the proper consistency 
can be made in advance "With this amount of sirup 
ihe berries can be packed attractiv ely without float- 
ing and n" sirup will be left over, which in many 
..cases means an important saving in sugar. 


" Sterilize Jars. — -"While the berries and syrup are 
.cooking, place the empty clean jars and caps in 
tepid water and bring to a boil, and allow to boil 
Xor at least 15 minutes. Remove the jars from tha 
water only as they are to be filled and the caps 
only when tnev are to be placed on the 1ars 
Simnlv 


dram jars and caps; do not wipe them. One of the 
inexpensiv e jar lifters will be convenient in handling 
Uie hot jars 


Sterilizing Rubber Rings — Do not boil rubber 


rings for any length of time 
Just before placing 


them on the jars dip the rings for a moment Into 
a quart of boiling water into which one teaspoonful 
of bicarbonate of soda has been added 


STR.UVBCRRY PRESERVES. 


Syrup — Add do ounces of sugar to one-ha'f pint 


of -watei, bring to a boil and skim. 


Preserving — To this amount of syrup add exactly 


1^ pounds of washed, capped and stemmed straw- 
berries. Boil the fruit until it registers 222 degrees 
Fahrenheit on a candy or chemical thermometer. If 
.no thermometer is available, boil until the syrup Is 
very heavy — about as thick as molasses. Remove 
scum from the preserves. 


Packing — Fill the sterilized Jars full of hot ber- 


ries. Pour in enough of the hot syrup to fill the 
jar, leaving as little air space as possible. 
Put 


sterilized rings and caps on at once, BUT DO NOT 
FASTEST TIGHTLY. 


Sterilizing Packed Fruit. — Stand the sealed jars 


in tepid water up to their necks if possible. Bring 
tins water to a boil Let pint jars stay in the boiling 
•water for at least 15 minutes and quart jars at least 
25 minutes. THEN CLOSE CAPS TIGHTLT AT 
OXCE. A* the conclusion, of the operation, stand 
each. Jar for a. moment on its cap to make sure that 
the seal is absolutely tight. 


PJSCIPE NO. 2. 


The following method Is preferred by some be- 


cause it leaves more ol the natural color in the pro- 
eerves: 


5o two pounds of -washed, capped and stemmed

going to put up any quantity of preserves to pur- 
chase s. chemical thermometer which gives readings 
J>y degrees Fahrenheit for each degree from 212 de- 
grees up. Equipped with such a thermometer, the 
preserver can be certain of uniform results.

eyrup will not reach 222 degrees Fahrenheit until it 
is cooked enough and is of the best preserving con- 
fcsstency, The reason for this is that the sy: up will 
not reach tms temperature until the proper amount 
of water h<is ocen dnven off by boiling 
Such a 


tnermometer is also -.er> useful in all forms of pre- 
serving, in c<-ndy mak.ng, and in other cooking 
-operations wnere results depend upon exact heating. 


The following- testci recipe for preserved straw- 


berries is used in the ro.=' and girls' club work in 
the northern and western states 


STB-VVVBEKRY PRESERVE. 


Make 3. s>rup of 1 quart of water and 11 pounds 


of sugar and cook in an open kettle until a candy 
i.itrnnomeier registers 265 degrees when placed In tha 
eyrup 
Add 8 pounds of berries to the syrup 
Cook 


*•«•>• slowly, just at the boiling point. Stop the cook- 
Ing when the thermometer registers 219 degrees 
and pour into shallow pans to cool. Hasten cooling 
Lj pt unji^ fcjrup over uferries. emm while cooling:.

STARTED TOtTR TO COAST. 


On September 10, 1916, Cljde D. Armour started 


from Siou^c City bv automobile for Fresno, CaL, 
where he expected to make his future home

companying him were his mother, Mrs Mary Ar- 
mour, and a sister, Miss Agnes Aimour. 


At the \illage of Clarke, Neb, Agnes Armour was 


taken ill, and with her mother continued the journey 
by ra'l 
Clyde Armour went alone as far as Denver. 


There he stopped at the Young Men's Christian As- 
sociation and advertised for a companion to make 
the remainder of the trip ivith him 
Later he told 


the secretary of the institution he had found a young 
man. 
The next dav he left, and for several days 


nothing was heard of him 


Early in November relatives of Clyde Armour, in 


Sioux City, received telegrams asking for money. 
Checks came to the Sioux City bank of the Armours 
shearing the signature of Clyde Armour and indorsed 
b\ proprietors of dives in Albuquerque and Santa Fe, 
N. M 
Letters and personal messages to Clyde Ar- 


mour in Kew Mexico remained unanswered. 


From November 7 to December 1 no messages 


came to the relatives at home, and Roy Armour 
and other relatives began a search. Police officials 
of every city in the southwest were notified, but days 
passed with no reports other than that such a man 
had been known to frequent disreputable houses.

That determination cost Roy Armour more thon 


$20,000, but he made good 
He got "news stones" 


Into every newspaper west of Denver and he offered 
rewards for the recovery of the bodj. At last his 
efforts were rewarded, for on the morning of Feb- 
ruary 1, 1317, he received a message at Dakota City 
saying that the body had been recovered 


The story of the recovery is unusual. Antonio 


Sandoval, a Mexican rancher near Glorletta, N. M , 
lives within a few hundred feet from the highest 
point of tho Old Santa Fe trail. One night his p3t 
dog came into the yard dragging a human leg. San- 
doval tied the animal up for OID -night. The next 
morning he released him and followed him to a 
clump of bushes half a mile away 


There he found many human bones, scattered 


about by w'ld an'mals. He found clothing, a watch, 
spectacle case and other articles 
In the pocket of 


the coat was a garage receipt from a garage At 
Clarke, Neb, made out to C D. Armour. 


Roy-arrived and took charge of the case- Ha 


traced events and learned that at Denver Clvde Ar- 
mour had r t an Elbert W Blanchett 
He then took 


up the seach for Blanchett. 
On the hotel registers 


he found the signature of C D Armour differing 
from that usually signed by his brother. 


FTSDS TRACE OF COMPANION. 


In the hills of northwest New Mexico he learned 


that an Elbart W. Blanchett had been a camp clerK 
on construction work and that he had relatives al 
Friday Harbor, Wash 
He turned that information 


over to Sheriff Georgo Me1 , at Albuquerque. Sher- 
iff Mead obtained requisition papers and went ta 
Friday Harbor. 


Blanchett was located on an Island and upon bei i-r 


placed under arrest darted into a tent, seized a gui 
and t-ied to kill himself 
The- entire charge pene- 


trated the neck, but was not fatal. An unusual cir- 
cumstance, later proved, was that the shot had en- 
tered the neck of Blanchard in almost the same man- 
ner as that in which Clyde Armour was killed 


Blanehett was taken back to New Mexico, deny! .u 


he had ever heard of Armour. He was placed in tha 
penitentiary hospital to recover. 


Tbe obtaining of evidence then began. It -was 


shown, that Armour had been shot in the back from 
ten or twelve feet, two men, answering the descrip- 
tions of Armour and Blanrhett wpr<=> obsprv«r1 TIP<IT 
the scene of the murder on October 23, one man ar- 
rived m Las Vegas late on the 23d in. an automobile 
similar in make to the one owned by Armour; after 
davg of carousal throughout the state a man calling 
himself Cl>de Armour had sold the car to a garago 
keeper, who had in turn sold it to a man fiiim El 
Paso 
On a hotel register in Las Vegas Armour had 


signed his name C. D. Armour, but at first had 
started to write an "E" instead of "C," later changing 
it, as events developed scores of persons identified 
Blanchett as the man who had posed as Armour and 
•who had sent to Sioux City for money. 


PRISONER CONFESSES. 


In District Court In April, before Judge Abbott, 


there started the legal light to prove the guilt or 
innocence of Blanchett 
The ablest attornejs of tho 


state were engaged. 
The evidence had been de- 


veloped so remarkably well by Roy Armour and his 
associates that hope was given up by Blanchett and 
his attorneys, and on April 22 Blanchett confessed to 
the killing, saying it was an accident and that fearing 
public opinion he had impersonated Armour, taken 
his money, sold his car and spent the proceeds in 
gambling an'd dissipation. 


The prosecution convinced the jury that the killing 


was premeditated and it returned a \erdict of first 
degree murder, the only penalty for which is hang- 
ing. Pending appeal to the higher courts, the date 
for the execution of the death sentence has not been 
fixed

dered to fly, at fixed hours and for 
stated periods, as though flying were a 
natural act and not the organized 


miracle that It really is. 
» 


Cut in France the last chivalries, the last beauties 


of battle have taken refuge In the air. 
From the 


desolation of the earth the fighting romance of war 
has taken wings and climbed sunwards. There alone 
combat Is individual, visual, decisive. There alone 


•lone is the battle, decided not through veils of dis- 
tance, between Impersonal and unknown hosts, but 
wing to wing and face to face. There alone are ths 
rare courtesies of warfare still possible; it was a 
British squadron that suggested, and a British air- 
man who executed the dropping of a. funeral wreath 
over the German lines as tribute to the air-warrior 
Immelmann. And there alone can individual skill 
and courage have their swift reward. For one flash, 
between a dip and a climb of his swallow flight, the 
fighting airman may catch the glint of his opponent's 
eye and, if the momentary burst of fire be truly di- 
rected, see him crumple up in his seat and the nose 
of his machine dip-and begin its fatal spinning dive, 
while the victor soars up again to safety and solitude. 


And what a solitude is his! From the moment in 


the aerodrome when the mechanic has given his last 
heave and the last curt verbal exchange, "Contacr, 


tip Its mighty dropmg song, the airman is alone, sub- 
merged in that reading music, deaf and dumb. For 


• perhaps a minute he sits-there testing his engine, 


fingering his levers, assuring himself that att is well; 
and then, as the drone sinks to a hum, he makes 
his last communication—the characteristic, quick 
outward wave of the bands and arms. The chocks 
are _pulled away, the hum rises to a drone, breaks 
Into a roar, and he is off, bumping over the uneven 
earth as the speed gives his wings their life, the roll- 
ing ground is shed away from beneath his feet, and 
he rises into the sudden peace of the air. 


The "peace of the ,air" may seem like a contradic- 


tion In terms In war time; but it is the supreme sen- 
sation of fair-weather flying, apart from flying and 
fighting. 
Once you have got your height, whether 


It be a thousand or ten thousand feet, you seem to 
be absolutely at rest—at rest In sunshine and a strong- 
gale. The dim carpet or map beneath you hardly 
moves; and although th'e trembling fingers of the 
little clocks and dials before you witness to the 
fluidity of your element and the tenderness of your 
hold on it, yet the only things that do not seem to 
move are the wings and stays of your machine which 
"surround you, a rigid cage from which you look forth 
upon the slow-turning earth or the rushing clouds. 
It is not untiUthe engine has been shut off, and you 
begin to plane in mighty circles towards the earth 
sgaln, that you get, m that delicious rush down the 


a. moment before landing, you skim over the -earth at 
SO miles an hour, that you realize with what pace 
you have been r ashing through the airy vacancy. 


But these are the sensations of mere joy-riding. 


Ten or twenty minutes may take the fighting pilot 
to his station in the air over the enemy's line. How 
puny the absurdity of the greatest war of all time 
can appear is only known to the airman as he sits 
la the breeze and the sun. high above it all; the 
danger to him is not down there, although to asdend 
into his remote sphere he has to pass through the 
zone of anti-aircraft fire; his own particular enemy 
Is the German fighting machine, which may come 
down to harry or destroy the observer, and which he 
must himself attack the moment it makes its ap- 
pearance. Between these two he watches patrols, 
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Alarming reports cf conditions which threaten 


decimation of the Yellowstone elk herds are begin- 
ning to reach the Department of Agriculture, both 
from the Jackson's Hole region and from Gardiner, 
Mont. The danger is said to be due to an exception- 
ally heavy winter snowfall and late oncoming of 
spring. Deep crusted snow is preventing the elk 
from obtaining their usual feed and the weakened 
animals, especially the calves, are reported to be dy- 
ing rapidly in spite of the large supply of hay pro- 
vided by the Federal Government for such emer- 
gencies. This supply, however, has been exhausted. 


The elk which winter around Jackson's Hole, in 


"Wyoming, are known as the southern, or Jackson's 
jio'o >""7-fi, 1T1'3 I-J'^^T rlr"'<» t^T1 21,000 
Th° 


northern, or Park herd, is estimated by the Park 
authorities to contain over 30,000 animals. Accord- 
ing to the reports received by the Forest Service, the 
losses in the sourthern herd may reach even as high 
a figure as one-third the entire number, with prac- 
tically an entire loss of last year's calves. In the 
northern herd conditions appear to be less critical, • 
but an immediate *pnng br»ak-up is eagerl> hoped 
for by those interested in seeing the elk preserved. 


"When I left Gardner, about three weeks ago," said 


•Charles Sheldon, the explorer and no.turah'.t who 
was selected by the government to represent the 
sportsmen in the elk census attempted this spring,

weapon. What breed of superman, one might vrell 
ask, what system of eugenics, of nutrition, of physi- 
cal and mental training can provide the human 
prodigy able to perform feats like these?

Tho answer Is simply this You take the ordinary 


youth from school, or from a cadet corps, or from an 
office, or from a regiment, and give him three or 
four months' training, and throw him up Into the 
air In France—and he does the rest. I have lived 
with more than one fighting squadron In France, and 
have seen the flights set forth m the morning, ana 
watched for them as they come doubtfully home, 
trying to find their way through'the curtain of low 
clouds. I have spent "dud" days of rain and mist 
•svith the pilots in the Intimacy of the crowded mess, 
and have learned, I think, something of their qual- 
ity. I know nothing comparable with it or them. 


In years; the average age of one squadron I know 
Is 23; but there in a maturity entirely their own, 
born of experiences unknown to us, In their grave 
Jaces and laughing eyes. Their flying life Is reckoned 
not in years or even months, but in hours; so that a 
man T"ho has flown 50 hours Is experienced, and one 
who has flown 260—ten days of time—is a veteran. 
These hours are numbered by Fates and by the aver- 
age casualties. Fifty hours without a crash -would 
be luck—500 would bo practically impossible. "With- 
in such spans is the. fighting pilot's life compassed. 


For beyond a certain number of hours he knows 


that his fatal moment is overdue; that he has ex- 
ceeded the allotted span of life. He may be two or 
three-and-twonty, on the threshold of lifo; but every 
day that he goes on flying he knows that the chances, 
the law of averages, are Increasingly against him. Ho 
knows It; but it never changes his outward demeanor.

"Elk preservation is a matter that presents-many 


difficulties. It involves problems which can't be 
solved without careful study. It would be neither a 
wise nor a possible policy to attempt exclusion of 
homesteaders and stockmen from the natural range 
of the elk to the extent that would be required to 
insure adequate natural feeding grounds in a year 
like this. At the same time, rearly everybody now 
recognizes that something should be done to guard 
the plk as-ainst recuTine- rear0 of st-?n?t:on 


"The solution is evidently some form of carefully 


thought-out control, under which there will be pro- 
yision of a sufficient amount of both summer and 
winter rage for a reasonable number and also some 
provision for utilizing the normal increment of the 
herds instead of letting the elk alternately multiply 
and starve off. 


"To provide feed for elk ths Forest Service his 


either prohibited or greatly restricted grazing on 
about two million acres on the national forests of 
the Yellowstone region. This, according to the for- 
estry people, includes by far the larger part of the 
remaining available \\inter elk rang-e or. these for- 
ests, which can, be reached by the elk. The most 
^tr.ous feature oi the situation is tnat in the past 
the elk have been in the habit of wintering largely 


in open country outside the National Forests and the 
Yellowstone Park, on land which is now in home- 
steads. Working out the right policy calls for on 
expert study of the whole subject along the lines al- 
ready undertaken by the officials in charge. 


"The entire"elk question Is now being thus studied, 


and very carefully, by the Forest Service, National 
Park Service and,Biological Survey. I believe that 
outsiders should await the formulation of a plan by 
these bureaus, which will soon be in possession of the 
information necessary to solve the problem correctly. 
First of all, the present size of the elk herds must be 
accurately determined. It must then be found out 
how many the available winter range will support. 
mis will fii. the maximum size of the- herd to be con- 
served. 


"As the animals multiply above this maximum, 


some of the surplus should be used to- restock areas 
in other States which ore suited to the elk. "\Vhat 
melhod should be adopted for the disposal of the 
further surplus remains to be decided." 


Officials of the Department of Agriculture point 


out that, deplorable as are the losses which the elk 
herds are now suffering, the situation is not essen- 
tially different from that created among- domestic 
Ilivestock by seasons of unusual severity. The natural 
increase will, they say, gradually bring the herds 
back to their former size, if they are properly pro- 
tected. Both the Forest Service and the National 
Park Service are deeply interested in the perpetua- 
tion oE the elk, and are vvoriung together in an eitort 
to find a consistent, workable conservation policy. 


A\"ith the burden of supplying the world's war- 


time crop facing this country, the Committee on 
Statistics and Standards of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States directs attention to the 
possibilities of dry farming. Such methods, it is de- 
c'ared, can be made to fit the requirements for rais- 
ing many of our most important products. 


Drv farming is said to be the only form of agri- 


culture which can be successfully practiced in any 
legion whsre water is IIOL available for irrigation. 
,ir,d \\here rainfall Is not sufficient for humid farm- 
ing. 
In general this statement is said to apply to 


about 60 per cent of the superficial area of the 
earth's surface, so that an. farming is a world-wide 
problem. Broadly speaking, dry farming is noces- 
t^irv in aiy country where the annual rainfall does 
>jol win-efcu VA- iv«.y inches ,ind uoes not laii beyow ten 
inches. The latter amount of precipitation is the 
lowest on which dry farming can be practiced with 
any hope of success. 


\VHAT DRT F.VRM1XG ME.VJTS. 


The inherent purpose of dry farm>n=;, :t 1= pointed 


out, is to conserve moisture in the soil until needed 
;or £ruVi»:.,r !.>.,tills. Tne vvu\!> and meant- thereto are 
principally such methods of timely and proper oulti- 
sitior,—harrowing, disking and plowing—as mcre-isa 
the penetration of water and prevent evaporation 
and thus store moisture in the soil for the benefit of 
the plants.. 
,_ "Dry tarmiag; ie» not an. easy job. nor is-tb.e> lot -oj 


the farmer in the semi-arid regions any happier at 
times than that of the policemen in "The Pirates of 
Penzance," says Archer Wall Douglas, of St. Louis, 
chajrman of the National Chamber committee. "It 
is a business requiring much industry, patience, fortl- 
tucie and intelligent understanding of the surround- 
ing conditions. Likewise in the beginning it needs 
«=ome reserve capital asain^t emergencies. For there 
are years when through weeks, even months, of rain- 
less heat the sky is as brass and the earth as iron 
underneath, and rainfall only a distant memory. Yet 
persevered in and intelligently stuck to it is apt to 
record a success, and to furnish a great need for the 
utilization of the vast area of semi-arid country. 
Once exploited as a panacea, then denounced as a 
fad. It has at lost come Into its own as an intelligent 
scientific form of agriculture, absolutely essential to 
the development of a large section of our country." 


CROPS AI^SO INCREASED. 


Of particular interest In meeting war-time condi- 


tions is the argument that dry farming methods arc 
applicable not only to farming in the senn-and but 
likewise humid regions in times of drought. In Mis- 
souri in the drought of 1914 the use of dry farming 
methods by only a part o£ the farmers largely in- 
creased the yield of corn per acre as compared with 
similar conditions in 1901. 


Dry farming conditions are applicable to a wide 


range of crops, accordingr-to the report. Usually the 
fall and winter sown, crops yield better than those 
sown iHr-thB-sprins. .Winter vbeat is generally tb« 


most reliable. In spring wheat the hardy durum va- 
rieties give the best results. Rye is very valuable, as 
is also emmer, a variety of wheat. In fact, most of 
the small grains can be raised. There seems to be 
conflicting opinions as to the general availability of 
Indian corn, but it grows in favor, especially when 
the proper cultural methods are used. 


The non-saccharine sorghums, milo, fetenta, kafir 


and sudan gross, stand the test well, because of their 
great drought-resisting qualities, it is declared. The 
various legumes, beans, peas, peanuts and alfalfa, 
are especially valuable, because they furnish neces- 
sary nitrogen for the soil. Potatoes and a number of 
other staples are grown successfully. In the Santa 
Clara valley, in California, fruit is grown success- 
fully under dry farming methods with 15 to 20 
inches of annual rainfall. 


Crop diversification is as necessary to continued 


success as in all other methods of agriculture. The 
most remunerative crops are those that can be han- 
dled in a largo way. at a small cost per acre, and f hat 
yield only moderate returns per acre. Dry farming 
crops are of much nutritive value because of their 
high protein contents. 


AS AFFECTING MVE STOCK. 


The settling up of the semi-arid regions for dry 


farming purposes naturally had the effect of greatly 
curtailing the cattle grazing ranges, it is said. Dur- 
ing the transition period from open to the closed 
range •system there was a, natural decrease in the 
number of live stock. The final result seems to 
Bromise «, proportionate increaoo in the future, be- 


cause of the increase in the amount of feed produced 
for cattle under dry-farming conditions, and the 
greater care given to the smaller herds in contrast to 
the great losses from summer droughts and winter 
blizzards suffered by the great herds which roamed 
over the open ranges. 


EXORMOTIS DRY-FARMIXG ACREAGE. 


In the United States, the report concludes, the dry- 


farmin? territory lies west of a line drawn north and 
south through Dodge City, Kan., to the Pacific 
Ocean, and between the Jlexican border and tbe 
Canadian, line. Excluding such portions of this ter- 
ritory as can be brought under irrigation, or ha\e 
sufficient rainfall for humid farming, as well as 
mountains, deserts, and other uncnltivatable areas, 
there remains approximately 550 000.000 acres to 
which dry farming processes are applicable. Its 
enormous importance to this country OJITI he cathorpd 
from the statement that this area, is ten times that 
of the winter and spring wheat combined acreage.

The most 
delightful patient I ever had was an er- 
ratic and gifted woman in this city 
who had not been stupefied by having 
enough money to own several cars and 
silver service plates. She Is very un- 
derstanding and her sense of humor 
is exceptional. Another woman of spe- 
cial prominence is known among 
nurses for her high, fine nature—but 
I ne\er had her for a patient This 
woman is always doing charitable 
work from high motives. I am skeptic- 
al about others. 


In. this confessional—or should -I 


call it simply behind the scenes—of 
sickness we learn things that would 
rob the angeis of their faith. I am 
always astonishing my husband by 
the petty and intimate things I k 
about who's who about town! 


Before I end my abstract theorizing 


I want to say that it is not invariably 
the patient or the patlent'u family who 


my- patients.' I was never disagreeable 
and I tried always to.be perfectly fair.

wise men of the East, writes the Brit- 
ish official eye-witness with this army.' 
two of the wise men who sought ther 
birthplace of Christ are reported toi 
have been natives of TJrmla, in North-i 
era Persia, and their tombs are point* 
ed out in the Church of Mart Marian* 
in that town. 
The Nestorlans are now but a rem- 
nant of a once powerful community 
and are ruled by the Turks. They1 
dwell mostly between Mosul, Lake Tan,' 
and Lake Urmia, near the Turco-Per-1 
slan border. They are divided Into twoi 
sections, the Ashiret, or free, tribes- 
men, and the Ryat, or subject people., 
Included in the Ryats are the Chal- 
deans, who dwell in tha villages of the 
Mosul plain and in the chief towns on! 
the Tigris river from Diarbekr to- 
Basra. The Chaldeans are under the- 
influence of the Church of Rome* 
while the others- retain their ancient 
faiths. Some of the Nestorlans are 
very warlike.

crevices In the wood or plastering they 
should be explored with a harpln for 
lurking vermin, ana a blow gun with in-

must be removed from shoe bags and 
the latter shaken and then washed and 
dried Boxes and bundles must be taken 
from vpper shelves and their contents

suspected 
Not until the closet is en- 


tirely cleansed should the garments that 
have been sunned be restored to place 
This is the period to decide what clothes 
shall be kept and what discarded 


The linen and china closets must hav e 


their share of attention 
I sometimes 


wonder what It is in the soap used with 
linen that makes this have an unpleas- 
ant color after it has laid piled in the 
closet for some time 
It Is not damp- 


ness, for the soell exists though the 
Uoset be bone d-y- Our English cous- 
ins and some others combat this by the 
use of bunches or bags of dried laven-

Even better Is the plan of taking 


out the piles from time to time and giv- 
ing them a cnance at sun and air.

serviceable piece In a ton of It 
In the 


meantime we cannot find one pliln little 
copper pot that is not tinned for cook- 
Ing some of the things we learned to 
cook in copper alone In European 
kitchens 


It is against the law in some or most 


of our cities to sell untlnned copper 
There is an ordinance in Chicago to 
forbid its sale, I am toid. Why? Bo- 
cause some cooks are lazy and will not 
take the proper care of their soup ket- 
tles of copper 
It is my opinion that 


a copper saucepan or soup kettle in 
particular, the fanning of which has 
been scratched or melted, may be quite 
as dangerous as one of pure copper, 
unless it is well cared for 
The tinnln? 


does not become scratched if a wooden 
spoon is used 
Food Is saf«- if two 


metals do not come In contact In cook- 
ing, as a metal spoon with a metal pan. 


The frivolous copper stuff seems the 


greater waste whan we know how the 
grandmothers ol Europe have wept to 
give up their time proved simple utensils 
of copper to ba made into projectiles. 
Our grandmothers were prond of their 
" coppers," colloquial name for the big 
bofllng kettle, or of thcii grft brass 
kettles. Even poor kitcbens iu Europe 
which I have been in had the walls 
well decorated with all the practical 
pieces of copper needed, in the shape of 
saucepans, and all were well cared for. 
But !t Is said that In even the German 
emperor's kitchen today there is not 
enough copper to cook a small family 
meal. 


Our 
New 
England 
grandmothers 


thought a great copper or brass kettle 
essential for boiling down cider, making 
pickles and apple butter, boiling down 
eap. boiling hams, etc These w ere often 
set kettles with the fire built under and 
served among other things to heat the 
water for washing and the clothes were 
boiled therein, after which they were 
cleaned with vinegar and salt. 
This 


was really better for the kettle than to 
let it stand idle, though with slovenly 
people the practice would be reprehen- 
sible But slovenly people In Xew Eng- 
lard did not have brass kettles 
Xo 


one ever heard of verdigris poisoning 
there because these Settles were kept 
at, bright as the brass andirons 


Aluminum utensils hold the heat bet- 


ter than almost any others and they are 
delightfully light of weight, but they 
discolor even with plain water anci some 
people are anxious abo-ut whether some- 
tn'ng te not dissolved from them wh.ch 
will be mixed with the food cooked No 
acid must be allowed to stand in them. 
"Washing- soda must not be us«d in, them 


As for RI csn be discovered, or as 


]'as been discovered so ijr. there Is no 
harmful deposit from aluminu "i, but 
there is a great deal about human chem- 
istry that la not discoverable. In con- 
trast to tin it melts at a high tempera- 
ture, something around UOO degrees. It 
I remember correctly. 
But careless 


cooks often have a fir* that big under 
a boiling kettlo, BO if tho water bolls 
out even aluminum would me't. 


The bottom of an aluminum kettle 


will brown as do other kettles If th« 
flr<s under it is much above 212 degrees 
or boiling temperature 
If this Is not 


cleaned off soon after It is deposited, in 
Um» it cannot be removed. The fln«it

WASTE OF OFFICE 
SUPPLIES.

HE letter quoted below is from a 
business girl who in solving a 
problem for her employer inci- 
dentally benefited herself and the 
other girls emploj ed in the same de- 


partment. It la in regard to the thought- 
leas wasto or unlawful appropriation of 
gooos supplied bv the firm for the USB 
of emplojes in the discharge of their 
du'ies 


Tho letter is Interesting-, not only be- 


cause the majority of girls employed In. 
offices are careless ana wasteful and 
need to be admonished about ruthless 
extravagance, but it shows how one in 
their ranks has been capable of seeing 
the need of reform toward an econom- 
ical use of property and supplies^ belong- 
ing to the firm 


To most girls in offices, especially m 


large offices where the help seldom If 
evor comes in contact with the owners 
or directors of the business, the firm is 
an impersonal organization 
To take 


advantage of it by wasting- time or prop- 
ertv Is considered rather smart bj some 
workers, and to be shiftlessly wasteful 
of another s goods is regarded as neither 
a sin nor an offense 
Inconsistent as it 


seems, one finds on observation that 
those who are inclined to be most care- 
less and prodigal in the use of another's 
belonging* are fniscO, and even «tin»y, 
with their own. 


Thls letter shows a rare spirit of con- 


sideration on the part of an employe for 
her employer Many working girls feel 
that consideration 13 a one sided virtus 
to be practiced by emploj ers on behalf 
of employes 
- For the last year," this girl writes, 


"along with other duties I have had 
charge of all the supplies for the office 
vr»-e I am employed. There are flftv- 
•two people in tb* office, and forty-eight 
of them are girl" employed in various 
capacities. Before I had the job of dis- 
tributing and requisitioning mipplies I 
never gave a thought as to whether I 
deliberately 
wasted 
my 
employer's 


goods, but from the day I was placed in 
charge of our office storeroom and dis- 
covered the high cost of these supplies 
that I. as well aa the rest of the office 
force, used with a prodigal hand, I start- 
ed to practice a little econotoy la the 
supplies I used myself. 


"About two months later, a* the in- 


vitation of one of the girls In the de- 
partment. I bad dinner and spent the 
evening at her home We were playing 
cards and needed a pencil to keep score 
As i vvas seated on the side where the 
table drawer opened, I was requested 
to open the drawer and hand out a pen- 
cil and some paper 
On doing so I was 


o-er' on ssstog- the drawer 


quite filled uith boxes of pens, pencils, 
rubber bands, clips, pins, as well as 
several erasers and a goodly pile of sta- 
tionery, all with the usual markings of 
the firm, which were only too familiar 
to me 
"As I held up the pencil and paper 


I had selected I said laughingly, ' Now 
I know where all our office supplies go," 


rassed said. ' All the girls take home 
a supply every once in a while' 
" From then on I kept an account of 


all the supplies given out to the si-Is 
in the department as well as what I 
used myself and it was not long before 
I was able to see that the majority of 
the girls in the office were using four 


and five times the amonnt I was, and 
there was only one girl in the depart- 
ment who didn't use any more than I 
did 
I then started a campaign to re- 


duce this wasto. and b} fie end of a 
month's effort I had reduced requisi-" 
tions on some articles to half their 
usual amounts and made substantial 
reductions on others. 


"As I said before, I kept an account 


of the supplies used by each of the fdrls, 
and In that way kept a check on them 
aa they had to account for their last 
supply of stock when ordering more. 
The girls didn't approve of my sjstem 
at f rst. but after six months I reduced 
the expense of office supplies so ma- 
terially that the management raised m>- 
salarj, and when I was able to obtain 
a'sllsht raise for every sirl in the de- 
partmort, on mj- assurance that they 
were all cooperating with me In my 
effort to cut down the running expenses 
of the office there wasn t a girl in the 
office who didn't fruard our office sup- 
pl'es stock as jealc-usly as I did."

The purpose of 
the latter is to store up what the former 
gives off. That is the reason for the 
same speed in each. 


It takes study and experience on the 


part of the projector to determine the 
pftjper speed. It is entirely a matter of 
feeling.

At the other end of the theater stands 


the screen. This may be made of any 
material that will give a wnite snrface. 
Screens vary in size, the average being 
fourteen by eighteen feet. The little film

ment exceeds even this, depending on 
the size of the screen and the length of 
the throw. 


As a result of the popularity of the 


motion picture, projection is a new line 
of work and gives employment to many 
men at good wages.The projector must 
be ai C'e<'*""c'»« ird a. sS'l'ed mechanic. 
In most places, the craft Is organized and 
many municipalities license motion pic- 
ture machine operators.

AN FRANCISCO, May 12.—It 
is disclosed that those who have 
to do officially with municipal 
expenditures think they ought to 
have ?20.440,716.7a to run the 
city government during 1917-18. 
This is §4,772,606.73 in excess of 
the budget for 1916-17, or an 
advance of nearly 25 per cent. 
There is-some gasping on the

when they ascertain that such a boos,t is not quite pos- 
sible on account of charter limitations; but they should 
be able to get the trend. This showing of the city's 
requirements is .what may be called a tentative budget, 
made up from the estimates of heads of departments, 
without much reference to anything except the sum 
that each would like to have to disburse. The Finance 
Committee had done some figuring on the subject and 
concluded that the burden for the forthcoming year 
should be about *he same that it is this year; but the 
Finance Committee is composed of three, while the 
board is composed of IS. Remembering how it is, some 
observant taxpayers have an uneasiness as to what may 
happen when the tentative budget gets before the board 
as a whole, and sparring begins in the final effort of 
members to obtain for their favored departments and 
followers the largest possible consideration. There i^ 
small doubt in any mind that each will go as far as he 
can. The most striking increase that is proposed is in 
the Department of Works. For the current fiscal year 
this department was apportioned §1,909,079.67; for the 
coming year its proponents want §4,525,841.60! The 
emergency on which such an increase is based is not 
at all palpable, and is not come up with anywhere 
around the city hall. At least, I was unable to.find 
anybody to justify it. There are some other big 
increases—as the Health Department, §275,601.24; 
Police Department, §242,G4S.1S, and "Miscellaneous," 
§226,000. There is an; estimate for maintenance of 
municipal railway, which has ah\ a} s been represented 
to be making loads of money. But there are three 
counts where less money is wanted next year than was 
set apart for this j ear. The District Attorney's office 
can get along with. §4314.41 less, the Department of 
Elections with §53,715.65 less, and not as much by 
§7300 will be required for bond redemption. - 
The Auditor-Advises 
' The Finance Committee, the heads of departments 
and all others who have figured on the budgets referred 
to have gone ahead without any reference to the City 
Auditor. This official is reauired bv Article III. 
Chapter I, Section II, of the charter of the City and 
County of San Francisco, to estimate in detail the 
probable revenues and expenses upon which the yearly 
budget may be based. He has done this, and had it 
printed-in a pamphlet of-70 pages, giving the figures 
in segregate and aggregate, and, in a terse introduction, 
reasons for some of his conclusions and recommenda- 
tions. For-instance: ''Owing to the world-wide dis- 
turbances, affecting conditions in all municipalities, I 
have refrained from recommending appropriations for 
any purpose whatever not absolutely necessary to the 
public welfare.1' Among other things he finds that, 
notwithstanding a fully equipped Bureau of Archi- 
tecture, a sum exceeding §100.000 was expended last 
year for outside service. He recommends that the 
bureau be abolished, or that it be required to perform 
the city's service. The Bureau for Special Emergency 
Sanitary Matters, an outgrowth of the gre.it disaster 
of 1906. is held to be an expensive and unnecessary 
holdover that might be abolished. The Auditor appar- 
ently has been a sort of shrinking flower. While eight 
of his clerks ha\e been recening salaries ranging from 
§200 to S130 a month, with a total of §1350, a corre- 
sponding eight in the employ of the Board of Super- 
visors have been receiving 8350 to §200, with a total 
of §2100, and another eight in the Board of Work*, 
from S325 to S200. with a total of S2025. He modestly 
increases the estimate of the expenses of his office to 
equalize this discrepancy. The Auditor bases his 
budget recommendation on an assessed valuation of 
?5rHi.uuu.uuo. wiucn is an increase of but S4.0UU.OOO over 
tuis year. But he call? attention to the fact that build- 
ing permits have been'issued during the year for §15,- 
000.000 of improvements, and to the large real estate 
increase in exposition lands. In 1911 these areas were 
assessed at §1.470.400. with a considerable portion 
under water. During The past six years the assessment 
has. been nominal—but £231,530. As the land has all 
been reclaimed there are increased values here that 
should be considered by the assessor. The Auditor 
recommend? that the total sum of Slo.257.S9S.50 be 
raised for the expense of maintaining the city govern- 
ment for tlie en«uing year. This is S410.211.50 less 
than the budget for tLe cuncut \t-ar. Not as much 
hope i« seemingly built on the Auditor's, figures as 
might be supposed. 
He has furnished 
such a 


document eiery year: but while the charter requires 
it. any sort of recognition of it in the making up of 
the budget is not mandatory.

Recall of Fickert 


Preparations for the recall of District Attorney 


Fickert have assumed definite shape. Headquarters 
have been engaged at 714 Market street, room 304. 
CumasaLMs Laie been w zvvu \\m be tieapdlciteu u\er 
the city gathering names that Avill authorize the appeal 
to the ballot. It is believed it will be easy to get the 
legal limit, at 10 cents per. This occasion will illustrate 
a feature of the recall that was sought to be corrected 
at the last session of the Legislature—that would make 
the signing of recall petitions more of a voluntary 
than a solicited action. Deputies who are paid 10 cents 
per would be able to obtain names enough to bring 
about a recall of anybody, with all the expense and 
trouble, even when there was no prospect of the success 
of the proceeding. At fii'st there seemed to be some 
headway made in the very pronounced effort to create 
atmosphere in this case. Oxman so entangled himself 
that a good many unhysterical persons began to wonder 
if a frame-up had been attempted; but the prompt and 
uuiiuiueiireu finding of the grand jury set to investi- 
gate the case under conditions that precluded a purpose 
to cover up that which ought to be disclosed, together 
with Judge Dunne's scathing characterization of the 
attempt to discredit the courts, legal officers and the 
effort of the community to run down a foul crime, 
greatly cleared the atmosphere, although the attitude 
of Police Judge Brady and Attorney Clarke tends still 
to lend some coniusion. However, it is generally 
felt that the recall proceedings will fail. At the be- 
ginning of the agitation for this step it was declared 
that John F. Neylan of the Board of Control would 
come down from Sacramento and stand for the suc- 
cession. It was felt that this 'would be a strong poli- 
tical move. But it was found that Neylan was not 
eligible.' Then C. H. Sweigert, who opposed Fickert in 
his last campaign, was mentioned. But Sweigert, for 
tome reason, is not acceptable to organized labor, and 
there has been some talk of trying to get Louis F. 
Bj iugton in the run. Bj ington was the District Attor- 
ney prior to the I.angdon regime, and is a brother-in- 
law of General Tirey L. Ford. His friends say that 
his entering such a contest is entirely out of the ques- 
tion, and that the talk of it is without his authority. I 
have not heard viho the latest personage is who has 
UKtiu conbiuereu.

paign will be made, however, as funds have begun to 
roll in for the use of the recall side of it. Many of the 
labor unions which held aloof before the charges 
against Oxman and the District Attorney's office, have 
now come through with contributions.

One year 
ago these shoes went wholesale for §3 25 a pair. The 
price the go\eniment pays is §5.10. This is but one 
of a multitude of orders—and a small one at that— 
that have lately been given in preparation for the war, 
and incidentally furnishes 'an idea of what in the ag- 
gregate we are in for as to cost. One interesting thing 
about this contract, and it is said about all contracts 
the government is now entering into for manufactured 
supplies, is a stipulation that the successful contractor 
must not go into another section of the country to 
obtain materials. The local firm, for instance, cannot 
go to St. Louis or other centers for leather. The idea 
is to brinar out the resources of all sections of the 
country, to stimulate those existing and even stimulate 
production where it does not exist to a sufficient ex- 
tent. It would follow tliat supplies and equipment 
required in a particular section of the country would 
be furnished by that section, which foreshadows great 
activity here in fitting out the military. 
A Gruesome Subject 


A gruesome subject was that which I stumbled upon 


out at the city hall. It was the particulars of the 
method of disposing of the city's poor, after they have 
ceased to trouble in life. 
"Up to the beginning of this 


year the city contracted for the interment of its indi- 
gent dead for 83.50 a head. Ic ^ecins to have been 
a very reasonable rate—perhaps too reasonable. But 
it was on a fair basis—so much per.

Those who died of contagious disease had 
to have zinc-lined coffins, and §25 <>arh was allowed 
in such cases. There ace stories, not supported with 
affidavits, however, to the effect that a point was 
sometimes strained to show that persons desperatelv 
ili, and whose ailments had not bcvii officially prog- 
nosticated, were considered as stiffen 113 fiom n con- 
tagious disease and hurried to the isolation hospital, 
whence their sepulture in a zinc-lined «>fiii! at the 
enhanced figure followed.

of this year an entirely different system luis pn-vsiilpn. 
On the first day of January, 1917, a contract went into 
force by which James Hagan obligated himself to burv 
jill the indigent dead for §325 a month. There aie jio 


particulars. The contractor gets a lump sum for the 
service. lu order to draw comparisons with the for- 
mer plan it was necessary to unearth statistics, which 
went to show that during December, 19J6, the last 
month under the old plan, there were 27 burials from 
the morgue, 19 from the San Francisco hospital, 15 
from the relief home and 2 from the isolation hospital. 
ThQ contagious disease cases still come under the §25 
class. The total expense to the city for December was 
§263.50, which is half as much as it was for the'fol- 
lowing month under the new plsm. The bills, liow- 
ever, are not itemized. - It may not be a pleasant 
subject, but a consideration of it affords an insight 
into a city's ways. 
Record Legislative Effort 


i 


The city of San Francisco went three times to the 


Legislature to get action, on its normal echool project 
before results were realized, and then it was the nar- 
rowest possible squeak. Only by a sudden and belated 
realization of how it would appear and how it would 
affect future political and other prospects was the 
passage of the normal school bill brought about. This 
effort to get legislative action is the record. The legis- 
lation affecting San Francisco's normal school went 
over more bumps, to express it in the language of one 
who felt every one of them, than any measure that was 
ever started on its way. First there were bills intro- 
duced at the beginning of the session by Assemblyman 
Marks. These were designed to facilitate the change 
to the California building and carried an appropria- 
tion of §150,000.. They were handicapped by the unex- 
pected award by a jury of double the compensation for 
portions of the site than had been counted on. More 
money was necessary on this account. These measures 
passed the Assembly hands down; then they went to 
the Senate and were referred to the Finance Com- 
mittee, whence they never emerged. Senator Nealon 
then introduced a bill appropriating'§250,000 for re- 
building the school on the present site at Buchanan 
and Waller streets. It was passed by the Serrate, 30 
to 2, went to the Assembly, -where it was referred to 
the Assembly Finance Committee, whence it never 
emerged. Senator Kehoe introduced a bill appropriat- 
ing §450,000 for the building of a school, site not 
stated. The proponents of the exposition site saw 
a joker here, as it would nullify the provision by which 
§200,000 from the State's exposition dividend had been 
turned over to it. So that measure was killed in com- 
mittee. By this time a good deal of feeling had been 
worked up. Senator Johnson, to whom the- Normal 
matter was a pet, had wired in his forceful way. 
Senator Phelan's influence had been enlisted. Some 
other persons began to realize that there might be 


This something finally turned out to be the resurrec- 
tion of Kehoe's bill, its amendment to remove the 
joker, and then starting it on its rapid transit course. 
To straighten the tangle the bill had to go to con- 
ference three times ru'each house on the last day of 
the session. It had to be rushed from lawmaker to 
engrosser, thence to printer, and then to conferees, and 
so on through the labyrinth of law-making. It was 
more than once thought that something might happen 
to thwart all the pains. But nothing did, and finally 
the end was achieved, and those who started out pre- 
pared to be satisfied if they could get §150,000 for 
a normal school, witL Main conditions, found that 
through the effort to prevent their getting anything 
they had secured §450,000 -without conditions. 
The Magnus Testimonial 


On the thirty-first of May occurs the Max Magnus 


testimonial. 
This is so much out of the ordinary 


of such affairs that something concerning the per- 
sonage in whose honor and name it is given should 
be of general interest. Dr. Magnus was one of those 
absolutely unselfish practitioners who used to be more 
in evidence than they seem to be now. All that he 
appeared to be anxious to do was to render somebody 
a service. Professional reward was not important at 
all; gratitude even was not requisite, and the absence 
of it acted not in the least to cEill his generous 
impulses. When the ailing could not secure the nec- 
essary medicine he supplied that also. This spirit 
extended to all the relations of life. The poor, the 
unfortunate, the impostor, always found in Dr. Magnus 
an amiable and easy mark, He was a great central 
figure for amusement enterprises, especially those of 
a musical character, and was the chief promoter of the 
Beethoven festival which was celebrated during the 
late exposition. For years not a noted musician or 
artist visited San Francisco but he was the doctor's 
guest, in that delightfully informal way that such per- 
sonages relish when surrounded by congenial spirits. 
Out at his home on Hayes street he maintained a great 
comfortable assemblage room, and he had a fine stock 
of bobemian cheer which was dispensed freely to all 
corners. There was a little colored servitor named 
-Jimmy.'' and Jimmy knew what to do when the doctor 
arrived T\ith a company of guests. Notwithstanding 
his largess and indifference to money matters, his prac- 
t ice was so immense that it was supposed he was in easy 
circumstances. His wife, who was a faithful helpmeet 
but knew nothing of his affairs, took it for granted 
that all was well. What was the surprise, therefore, 
to find that he left absolutely not a cent—not enough 
to pay for burial. But that is not all the tragedy 
Young Dr. Max Magnus, his son, much of the same 
character, died about a month later. His faithful 
mother not only was thus doubly bereaved and bereft 
of support, but found it necessary to take up the 
burden of the son's family. The testimonial that 
is being arranged is a spontaneous movement that 
fi lends all over the world are favoring, and that some 


of the noted artists of the world will participate in. 
It is expected to result in a fund that will go some 
ways to relieve those dependent on ona.whose whole life 
was devoted to the happiness of others. 
Music Hath Charms 


The official returns from the municipal concerts 


given in the auditorium afford some interesting 
figures. These enterprises have been given in pursu- 
ance of representation that the masses ought to be 
furnished with refining influences at the public 
expense. It was claimed that popular concerts- at ten 
. (tents admission would be the way to start in, and 
incidentally that such effort would prove so popular 
that it was bound to become self-sustaining. Frederick 
Schiller was commissioned to engage an orchestra and 
go ahead. He was to receive §100 per concert for his 
services. The first concert was given February 22. It 
cost §926.85. The receipts were §767.90. Some of the 
items show how the cost of harmony mounts up. There 
was §100 for the conductor, |642 for the pay of musi- 
cians in the orchestra, §67 for training the chorus, 
§17.50 for an accompanist, §24 for printing, §12.50 for 
distributing show cards and §10 for distributing cir- 
culars, §3 for writing show cards and §77 for the unu- 
sual service of advertising the concert through the 
medium of the municipal band. There was no eh'arge 
for rent, lights, ticket takers, doorkeepers, janitors or 
any of the tilings that are incidental to commercial 
concerts. A concert was given March IS, when the 
receipts were §553.95 and the expenses §828.35, and 
one April 29, when §340.05 was taken in and.bills 
rendered to date to the amount of §792. The super- 
visors have taken uncommonly to music, considering 
that there is but one musician on the board. Supervisor 
Hynes is up in all the technique of harmony, but as to 
the other seventeen, they seem to be willing to take 
somebody else's word for it. The story of Lemare's 
engagement as official organist, at §10,000 a year, has 
been told. Lemare is an organist of repute, but Ills 
job is looked upon not without yearning by other 
musicians who have to scratch hard to get that amount 
together. Lemare gives a concert on the great organ 
every Sunday. As his salary is §833.33 a month his 
pay for each concert is not niggardly. Besides these 
enterprises and outlays the Board of Supervisors stand 
for a municipal band in the sum of §10,000 a year. This 
is a time-honored institution,' being one of the survivals 
of the exposition, but the others are brand-new efforts^ 
to subdue the lack of culture that San Francisco 
suffers under.

State Pays to Advertise Canada 


The ease with which Los Angeles was able to put 


things over in the late legislature is illustrated in the 


a tremor for the Sixth Agricultural District. No 
stipulation or condition was made to that effect, but 
it was mentioned and understood that the appropria- 
tion would be largely used to assemble a livestock dis- 
play—at least, that such a feature is to characterize 
the Los Angeles district fair this year. Frank Wiggin, 
the father of Los Angeles publicity and the great spirit 
in the Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce, was not 
impressed with the proposition, and did not favor it, 
though a director of the district fair association. 
Others who did not give much thought to it at the 
time have since realized that a stock show at Los An- 
geles will come in direct competition with the State 
Agricultural Society's big fair which is staged to come 
off about the same time. There is not enough high- 
class stock, at least not enough whose owners take the 
trouble and expense of fitting it for exhibition pur- 
poses, to afford two first-class stock exhibits. There- 
fore some of the North and Central California legis- 
lators who did not think much about it when they 
voted are now seeing a light. But that is not all. It 
now appears that those who have things in charge 
down there have made a bargain with Colonel Hutchin- 
son to bring the Canadian exhibit from San Diego and 
install it, which would mean an exposition rather than 
a fair such as the state law contemplates. It means 
an installation of• considerable duration, for the Can- 
adian exhibit would not be installed just for the ten 
or twelve days that a district fair generally lasts. The 
Canadian exhibit was taken from the Panama-Pacific 
Exposition to San Diego at a cost to the southern city 
of §125,000. It will thus be seen that most of the 
§75,000 appropriated by the state is likely to be ab- 
sorbed in moving up to Los Angeles this great adver- 
tisement for Canada. That is not the way that Frank 
Wiggin has attracted the world's attention to Southern 
California and made its fruitfulness and products 
famous. 
New Mexican Constitution 


A good many people in San Francisco are inter- 


ested in Mexican lands and mines. Some large tracts 
are owned here, and the mining enterprises that are 
controlled from this angle are many. Ail who aro 
thus interested are much concerned in the new Mexi- 
can constitution very recently put in effect. It is 
revolutionary as to land. There are provisions « to 
ownership of land by foreigners which minimize the 
rights of those who are non-residents. The constitu- 
tion is retroactive as to grants since 1876, which in- 
cljidps th? period of HIP Diaz ndmiin'cfrnHons, and it 
is believed may affect titles to some of the princely 
grants that were made by him while he was president. 
The extent to which this goes is not definitely under- 
stood here, but those who are concerned understand 
that in the present unsettled conditions, with the re- 
sultant instability to the courts nnd uncertainty as 
to the general outcome, any rights of Americans in 
land titles are precarious.

Carnations aro a flower In which 


. Americans may lake a particularly 
patriotic 
pride. 
No other nation's 


gardeners have- done quite so much 
•with this attractive plant na havo 
thone of this country. Even abroad 
the "hardy" carnation, which Is par- 
licularly used to furnish tho billions 
of blcorr.s produced annually for our 
flower markets, la known today as the 
"American 
Carnation." 
Tho score 


card of tho American Carnation Asso- 
ciation Is of general uso abroad as 
well aa at homo. Practically all of 
tho new varieties of tho carnation aro 
of American origin. It has taken long 
nnd arduous work to raise tho carna- 
tion to Its present 
high 
position, 


which ought but iho moro to arouao 
Interest in It. 


Two sorts of carnations are com- 


monly grown In this country, tho so- 
called Marguerite and tho hardy, or 
florist's, varieties. Tho former cus- 
tomarily aro ralsod from seed, tho 
latter from cuttings. 
Most of tho 


hybridizing that has boon done ha<j 
had the hardy plants as Us base. Tho 
Marguerite will usually 'flower tho 
samo year from Bowing IE tho seed 
is sown very early In spring. It haa 
distinctly tho "cropping" habit; that 
is, it produces a profuse show of 
flowers during two or three months 
in tho year (June to August, or some- 
times September, about tho bay) but 
docs little during the remainder of 
the season. 
Tho hardy cornatlons 


never furnish so many flo%vors at one 
time, but thtf blooms aro of much 
larger size, hotter color and texturo • 
and longer and sturdier stems. 


Seed of tho Marguerite sorts Is ad- 


visably sown In tho fall. 
It Is not 


difficult to start, but is assisted by 
the usually odvisoil conditions of re- 
fined light soil In tho seed boxen, kept 
open and porous by tho addition of 
equal proportions of sand and leaf- 
mold. Tho sired is dispensed by the 
dealers In mixed colors as a rule. 
There has been some Improvement In 
recent years In tho Marguerite strain 
nnd seeds of larger flowers than bo- 
fore are now offerod at a slightly ad- 
vanced prico by tho leading dealers. 
Seeding ir> September or before will 
give plants or small size that can be 
set out in Into October in a place 
\vhere somo protection from heavy 
storms can be afforded through tho 
winter. Early spring seeding is pref- 
erably done in a cold-frame or hot- 
bed or the seed boxes set within a 
feunny window of the residence, Whon 
the .seedlings ore an Inch and a half 
or two Inches high they should be 
pricked -out threo Inches apart Into 
other boxes of similar soil and grown 
on there until they havo reached a 
height of six inches or so before be- 
ing set In their perma'nont place. 
Other operations with the Marguerite 
strains are similar to those to be do- 
scribed with regard to tho hardy car- 
nations, except that their Inferiorities 
make it hardly worth vl'Ue using 
them for Indoor 1iloui.il.ig. 


PLANTS A lift 1JKST. 


While seed may bo secured for 


hardy carnations and Its culture Is not 
moro difficult than that of tho Mar- 
guerite sort, the product ij 
often 


marked by Its unovennoss nnd by tho 
ps eduction of many flowers which one 
could have wished elsewhere than In 
his dooryard. 
It may be contended 


that these black sheep are easily de- 
stroyed, but the spiico which could 
have been given to something moro 
desirable has meanwhile boon occu- 
pied and to no purpose. Moreover, aa 
in the Marguerite strains, seed Is pro- 
duced only by single flowers nnd a 
considerable proportion of tho renult is 
bound to be single t>loom.=i. Finally, 
tho hardy carnations are not expen- 
sive whc-n it Is kept in mind that 
laj crlng or tho use oC cuttings will 
enormously Increase tho 
Htook 
of 


plants tho second year. 


Hardly a yoar piis.ies but soes the 


introduction of a score or more now 
varieties of tho hardy carnation, tho 
average popularity of the bent of 
which Is seldom above teti years. But 
the market is already slocked with 
standard sorts which it will best pay 
the beginner to buy. Here IH a ,'isloo-

MJU-SPIUNG CHOSEN TIME. 
From California florists hardy car- 


nations may bo secured almost at any 
time in tho year, but they aro best sot 
out after 
the heaviest rains have 


ceased in the early spring, as the 
ground can then most easily bo put 
Into condition for them and they are 
least liable to bo damaged by tho 
storms. Prom tho middle of April to 
the end of May Is one of tho best por- 
tions of tho year for this purpose. 
Much of tho Diablo and other adobe 
found in tho east bay districts is 
rather heavy for the best carnation 
culture and need lightening to somo 
degree. Tho application of lime will 
go a slight ways toward benefiting 
them. Moro can be achieved by the 
workini; In of a considerable quantity 
of sand, well-decayed manure and by 
deep and thorough cultivation. Tho 
hillside soils, whore the adobo cover- 
ing on top Is rather shallow are well 
suited to the carnation's needs if 
deeply worked. Tho soil should bo 
rather rich. Almost any location will 
do well for tho carnation, but growth 
la bettor and tho flowers larger if one 
Is given wl orn there Is somo shelter 
from strong west winds prevalent dur- 
ing the summer and where there la 
plentiful sunlight. 
As they come from tho florists the 


plants aro from five to seven Inches 
long and their roots have been shaken 
free ot soil and repacked in rnoUt 
moss. Uemovo the moss and shako 
out the roots. Sot tho plants in the 
soil not much higher than their ap- 
pearanco indicates they were set bo- 
fore 
They should bo set at least a 


foot apart each way and fifteen to 
eighteen inches is not too much. Glvo 
thorn plentiful water upon planting, 
but not too much thereafter, cr damp- 
rot, which attacks tho plants at the 
Biirfaco of tho soil, Is apt -to result. 
This ordinarily Is to bo prevented by 
abundant watering at more extended 
interval:* than by tho administration o* 
a small amount o£ water more fre- 
quently. 


AttOUT I>INCITT>*G BACK. 


Tho plants will proceed within a 


few weeks after they have been sot 
out to throw up a single flower stem. 
If allowed to grow In this fashion 
they will bo tall and scraggly and tho 
flowers 
of 
poorer 
substance 
and 


borne on weak stems. When tho first 
flower stem hits mtxdo five or six 
Inchest growth pinch it off to about 
six Joints fiom Iho ground. The plant 
will"the-i throw out many side shoota 
and a utoi-klor gvowlh will result.

needed, even when the plant is thus 
grown at its best. This may bo af- 
forded by running a aeries ot thvoo 
wires, each six or eight Inches above 
the next lower, longitudinally along 
tho rows. To this wire tho flower 
stems may be tied witn cotton cord as 
they rise. A lattice-work frame, with 
points ut tho bottom to stick into tho 
ground :ind widening fan-like toward 
the top may bo proferro.l. the shoota 
being tied back to this as they grow. 
Moro staking will suffice In many In- 
stances, 1C care is taken tu tie un tho 
stems to this, but straight a<sm» arc 
moro difficult to secure In thU man- 
ner than In the other ways. If, after 
tho 
first 
pinching buck, tho plant 


tonds oiruln to rnako a single long 
Hhoot, a second pinching back may 
also bo necessary, but this is rarely 
so, anrl two plnehings back ought to 
bo tho limit. 


Production of tho large/it blooms 


needs continued attention to the plant 
from thN timo on. Until tho first 
flower begins to open they will profit 
l>y somo artificial feeding, ns of ma- 
nure water, but this ought not to bo 
pushed to the limit. Keep the ground 
about tho plaiits open and fine by 
constant cultivation and exorcise con- 
stant vigilance against woods. As the 
flower atoms begin to lift moro than 
one bud will usually bo found to form 
on each, and tho grower must then 
havo made his choice whether ho 
wants a larger number of smaller 
flowers or prefers to secure a few o£ 
tho biggest blooms of which tho plant 
is capablo. In tho latter case pinch 
out all buds except tho main bud at 
the extreme end of each stem. Tie 
this stem carefully but not too tightly 
to tho support. Carnations are best 
watered in tho morning, applying the 
water at the roots of the plant*iuid 
only occasionally ,glvlng the whole 
plant a spraying to wash off dust and 
minimize attacks from Insects. 


TWO TV AYS OF PKOPAGAOTNa 
Since 1 ho grower will not usually 


bo content with merely tho stock of 
plants ho originally purchases, and 
since, also, carnation plants are never 
as good tlio third season of bloom as 
before, tho raising of new plants be- . 
comes one of his most interesting 
tasks. This may- be done either by 
layering or cuttings, and, in either 
case, with a little care and Informa- 
tion, is entity accomplished. About the 
bay June and July are the best 
months for layering, while propaga- 
tion by cuttings may be conducted any 
time from October 1 to May 1. 


In tho former process select stems 


of the parent plants that aro pliable 
and healthy. Bend tho slom to tho 
ground to see that it does not break. 
At the pi ice where It will touch the 
ground mike a slight lnolslon.(on 'the 
under side. 
Sooop out a 
narrow 


trough in tho soil, about two Inches 
deep, bond tho stem down Into this 
and cover over with soil. Ordinarily 
it will bo necessary to have somo 
means of securing It there, and none 
is bettor than a wire hairpin, placed 
ovov tho htem before It Is covered in, 
.and pressed home, but not with so 
much force as to injure tho stem. 
After covering with soil firm this with 
considerable 
steady 
pressure 
nnd 
water well. As many as four or five 
tftoms miiy be layered from 
each 


plant. They should be kept moder- 
ately moist, the soil not being allowed 
to dry out above them. A thtn, cover- 
ing of lenves or other material will 
assist in conserving the moisture. In 
two woek^! or so the stems will have 
formed ei\ch their own roots at tho 
point oE the layer. They may then bo 
severed fi oni the parent plant by a 
clean cut with a sharp 
knife and 


planted out to grow by themselves as 
now plants. 


In 
selecting stems for cuttings 


flower stems should bo taken that aro 
of a bright green color and In appar- 
ent good health. Tho best cuttlngn 
aro mado from about tho middle of 
such stems. The upper portion is 
usually too succulent, while the lower 
part will branch out into flat, low- 
growing plants of an inferior quality. 
Cuttings should bo taken about three 
inches Ion1; and may bo thrown Into 
a pail of vt ator or placed between the 
folds oC si wet newspaper until all 
have been secured that are desired. 


Tho best medium for rooting the 


cuttings is clean, sharp sand. Flats 
threo inches or so in depth may be 
filled with this material and thor- 
oughly moistened through. Take tho 
clipping (\\hlch should have been cut 
off cloanb with a sharp knlfo just 
below a joint) and strop off the two 
lower leaves. The next pair of leaves 
should be cut back about two-thirds 
and other leaves above this similarly, 
except that those which grow strongly 
upright m ly be left Intact. Plunge 
tho clipping Into tho snnd up to the 
second pair of leaves by making a 
hole in the sand with a lead pencil 
or similar Instrument. With the ball 
of the thumbs firm the soil about 
the cuttinns with ns much force ns 
can be exertod. Tho cuttings may be 
inserted 
In the sand ns closely to- 


gether as two inches one way and one 
Inch the other. 


SUBSEQUENT TKKATMKNT. 


The box of cuttings ought now to 


be set in « cool place or where they 


may be shaded from tho sun. The soil 
should be kept moderately moist but 
not wot. Too much moisture Induces 
to damping 
oCC.^ as previously ex- 


plained, Within two or three weeks 
tho cuttings will have made roots of 
their own and may be transferred 
i'rom tho boxes to a somewhat shady 
place in the garden, whore they can 
bo grown on for a time In rather light, 
loamy soil. By tho middle of April 
thoy will be in co'hditlon for setting 
out in their permanent place in tho 
garden. 
Regarding diseases ot carnations, 


the University of California division of 
floriculture has the following to say: 


"The carnation Is heir to the fol- 


lowing diseases that may ho favored 
by poor physical condition of tho soil 
nnd general "neglect in culture and 
the attack ot insects: Rust, fairy ring 
spot, stem rot and bacteriosls. There- 
fore, the first logical recommenda- 
tions would be to furnish tho best 
cultural 
conditions 
and 
keep 
tho 


plants free from insects. Most oC theso 
diseases may bo somewhat checked 
by spraying with Bordeaux mixture 
or ammonlacal copper-carbonate. In- 
sects like plant lice, thrlps, green- 
worms, rod spider, white grubs and 
cutworms will bo found attacking the 
carnation at different times during the 
season, and the proper remedies, like 
soap solutions, lobflcco extracts, Paris 
green nnd arsenate of load may be 
used for 'their control." 


This one final warning should be 


given to the new grower of carnations 
that at best ho must hardly "expect 
to produce such wonderful blooms as 
ho sees ottered on the market. Those 
aro almost uniformly tho product, of 
greenhouses, whero absolutely cor.roct 
conditions can bo maintained and the 
highest professional skill brought to 
tho work. 
Tho garden handling of 


hardy carnations does, however, repay 
for itself with a-profusion oC blooms 
oC beautiful colors and sine, showy in 
tho garden and well adapted to cut- 
flower purposes. 
Also, such flowers 


will be far superior to those produced 
by plants of tho Marguerite strain 
raised from seed. -»-

Joseph Conrad's Newest Book. Is Awe-Inspiring Story of Sea, Done as Only He Could Do It

"The Shadow Line" is written in 


the usual first-hand style of Conrad. 
To think of a "third person" Conrad 
story is almost impossible. 
So mxich 


has the sea been a part of the life of 
this author that to write of it other 
than as a first-hand experience evi- 
dently is never considered by him. 
And while, in some of his other wi it- 
ings that felyle has led him into di- 
gressions and disti actions which have 
proven a trial to the reader who is 
seeking the outcome of the story, it is 
admirably handled here.

It was only hlnce I have 
bhaken mybelf free that I have been 
able to Intel prct Walt Whitman."

In Whitman's veise, he maintained, 


was much that might not pass the 
censor, and yet—there was the book!

Probably ttte most prevalent 
of tho merely popular theories Is that 
those picturesque people came from Egypt 
and It appears that tho term "Gypaie' la 
a/ corruption of Egyptian. 


In Rumania, according: to the Brltan- 


nlca, "the Gypsies, who are mostly con- 
verts to tho Orthodox. Church, cling to 
their vagabond, existence; though/ their 


skill at Handicrafts flnd» them ready em- 
ployment In tho town* During their cen- 
turies of slavery, they; w«co organized 
into castes, n;. musicians, metal workers, 
masons, etc ; but after about 1850 the 
bunds of caste were gradually relaxed and 
Gypsies began* to Intermarry, with the 
Rumanians "

reason to hope for much consideration

Since the music of Percy Grainger 


is one of my current hobbles, I take 
occasion to talk aboiu him In and out 
of season. That I should quote the 
following: paragraphs from a review 
in Musical America by Herbert F. 
Peyser does not indicate that I agree 
•with the writer. I disagree with him 
on nearly every point, but I enjoy 
healing the other* fellow talk. Saya 
II. F. P.: 


"In ail Ita external and 
internal 


aspects, the music of- Percy Grainger 
Is so inextricably bound up with his 
amazingly 
Individual, 
not 
to 
say 


bizarre, personality that an inquiry 
Into the one seems inevitably to In- 
volve more or less consideration of 
the other. This personality has by its 
freshness, its sunny exuberance, its 
tingling effervescence and illimitable 
buoyancy conquered the country from 


, 
coast to coast, save, perhaps, in iso- 
lated spots like Boston, where grave 
and reverend 
concert-goers do not 


take kindly to musical expositions of 
the joy of living unless these can be 
very 
problematically construed. 
In 


proportion to the degree in which it 
has mirrored 
Grainger's distinctive 


characteristics, his music has been ac- 
claimed arid loved. It came upon a 
sorely troubled world at a psycho- 
logical moment, and so exerted 
a 


maximum ~ of salutary effect. 
And 


Grainger's idiosyncrasies have been 
esteemed, not to say prized, as a 
necessary 
but 
harmless 
adjunct 


thereto, a sort of innocuous outlet for 
his superfluity of high spirits and 
saucy originality. 


"Withal there has undoubtedly been 


Jatent In Percy Grningcr something of 
the showman (even as there was in 
Liszt), semi-conscious, perhaps, and 
Innocent, but potentially subversive to 
the best artistic interests unless duly 
controlled. It Is an element born of a 
half-realized desire to hold the course 
of things to an accelerated! gait and of 
a child-like love of mechanical ex- 
perimentation of this sort or of that. 
In the keenest and most apposite 
analysis of Grainger that has yet ap- 
peared in America—the one contrib- 
uted last summer to this journal by 
Charles 
Li 
Buchanan—the 
author 


takes occasion to remark: 'I myself 
think that without being absolutely 
conscious of it Grainger docs occa- 
sionally astound for the sheer sake 
'of astounding. But I really think tills 
Is an Inevitable result of the inex- 
haustible variety 
of 
his interests.' 


This half-suspected tra.lt has so far 
seasoned all the young Australian's 
doings with a flavor just sufficiently 
tart to bo alluring, without projecting- 
itself to a seriously aggressive extent 
on its own account. 


"The new 'In a NutslielV suito Is a 


product of this phase of the Grainger 
nature crystallized to the point of un- 
varnished mannerism. No doubt many 
of the huge audiences that heard tho 
Philharmonic wore amused and con- 
siderably entertained by tho work, No 
doubt a number found the four sec- 
tions j'-ist what the composer felt his 
'Arrival Platform Humid1 to be— 
'great fun!1 But it cannot be ques- 
tioned that to numorous hearty ad- 
mirers and accustomed supporters of 


o Grainger it came as a matter of indis- 


putable regret, as evidence that fatu- 
ous trickery and indurating sophisti- 
cation might henceforth imperil that 
spontaneity and stimulating frankness 
so far the Inimitable and refreshing 
elements of his music. The 'Nutshell' 
suite Is, in all conscience, a thing of 
boyish impulse and cunning. But tho

for musical art if these samo critics 
would adopt, lot us say, an astronomi- 
cal attitude, and use great telescopes 
through which stars of the first mag- 
nitude might b discovered, while tho 
nebulae would indisputablj appear as 
nebuloto and not as shad roe magni- 
fied into mountain ranees'' 


"Tho plain truth is thai criticism, 


in so far as this town is concerned, Is 
altogether too amiable.

German command- 
ers threw reserves on their side and 
a swaying mass of men fought from 
building to building, from trench to 
trench, around outhouses and wreck- 
age, neither side able to register a 
victory. 


A squadron of British war-planes 
returning from a. reconnaissance over 
the enemy's lines saw the forces, like 
struggling ants, spread far below on 
the ground.

ESPIONAGE LAW NECESSARY. 


Let an espionage bill be passed. The government 


needs it in its business of conducting the affairs of 
the nation. Just because it contains a censorship 
clause that is objectionable to some publishers is no 
good reason why the whole of this necessary legis- 
lation should be held up. A great many persons 
in both houses of Congress, who will in all prob- 
ability vote to impose three or four direct and con- 
fiscatory taxes upon newspapers, are pretending 
to deep affection for the ''freedom of the press" in 
connection with the proposed censorship. The news- 
papers as a body do not object to a discriminating 
reasonable censorship, and they do not wish to be 
represented as clamoring for unlimited license to 
disregard the public safety. 


What is needed at once is a sensible censorship. 


This is what President Wilson says on the subject: 


"I can imagine no greater disservice to the 


country than to establish a system of censor- 
ship that would deny to the people of a free 
republic like our own their indisputable right 
to criticise their own public officials. 
While 


exercising the great powers of the office I hold, 
I WCT.M regret in a crisis like the one through 
which we are now passing to lose the benefit 
of patriotic and intelligent criticism." 
Very good! Congress should pass a censorship 


law in this spirit. The War Department wants 
general powers delegated to it to draft censorship 
rules, prescribe punishment and impose sentence 
without recourse to trial. That is the wrong way. 
The Congress should expressly describe the privi- 
leges granted and denied the press and provide for 
the punishment of infractions of the law. 


It should prohibit .seditious, anarchistic and 


traitorous utterance by the written word with the 
same emphasis as it should forbid it by the spoken 
•word. It also should deny the use of the mails for 
the dissemination of such utterances. Its duty in 
this connection ought to be as plain as day. 


Then why should it delay action for the unlimited 


ntterance in its own ranks of hypocrisy, dis- 
sembling, and malignant designs? 


Give the government a sensible, discriminating 


censorship law and all the powers for dealing with 
spies, traitors and secret and internal enemies 
sought in the espionage bill. Do not delegate 
indefinite authority to bureaucrats, but 
define 


powers in specific legislation. And do it without 
delav. Let us have action! 


PHILIPPINES AEE PROSPEROUS. 


At last recognition of the strategic position of 


Manila as a distributing center of American ex- 
ports to the Far East has been granted. Since the 
outbreak of the European war, importations into 
the Far East from Great Britain, France, Germany, 
Holland and other European countries have prac- 
tically ceabctl, auu American products have made 
greater headway than in any other period of Amer- 
ican control of the Philippine islands. Although 
the scarcity of merchant ships has been a handicap 
on trade elsewhere, distributing agents in Manila 
have been able to obtain with little, difficulty facili- 
ties for reaching Sumatra, Java, the Straits Settle- 
ments, Siam, Indo-China and China proper. In 
all these countries American textiles, iron and steel 
manufactures, various specialties and groceries and 
canned goods have found a ready sale and have 
displaced the heretofore cheaper articles from 
European centers. 


Prospects for the Philippines were never brighter 


than at the present time, according to Mr. Harold 


evidence that today the masses of the people arc 
living better than ever before. These are encour- 
aging signs and point to the time as not far distant 
when there will be few among the population that 
will be content with the bare necessities of life. 
They will demand better food, better clothes and 
improved surroundings, and may be depended upon 
to be willing to work in order to obtain^ them. This 
means progress and development that will prove >i 
lasting benefit to the islands and the future genera- 
tions of their people." 


The war has brought great prosperity to the 


Philippines, in spite of many unnecessary handi- 
caps, and the present year promises to be a banner 
one in the foreign trade of the islands. Three arti- 
cles alone, sugar, rubber and rice, have put the 


prominently 'on the war commercial 


map, 


The House has withdrawn its opposition to 


Colonel Roosevelt accompanying a military division 
to the French battle front and -yesterday reversed 
itself and voted in favor of giving the President 
discretionary powers in the matter. Inasmuch as 
the Senate already has voted in favor of the Roose- 
jelt division, it is now certain that Congress will 
formally endorse the plan by enacting legislative 
authority to carry it out. 


Much valuable time has been wasted in debating 


this question. The regular' army officers have 
failed, as was to be expected of them, to warm up 
to the plan, and this provided an excuse for those 
members of Congress who were afraid that the 
Colonel might win a little added glory on the battle- 
front to vote'against it. But evidently a sufficient 
number of the "politics-first" group have changed 
their mind to decide the matter on its merits. 


The big advantage of sending over a Roosevelt

ence on the fighting line will be an inspiration to 
Frenchmen as well as Americans, and to our ene- 
mies it will be an unmistable message of united 
sentiment and our determination to« uphold law 
and human rights. 


The suggestion that a battle hymn is wanted has 


disturbing possibilities. The number of versifiers 
who are perfectly satisfied that they can do it and 
will make the attempt is as the sands of the sen. 
They will be undaunted by the fact that not more 
than two or three successful songs are bora of a 
war occasion. "John Brown's Body" is a common- 
place composition from a cold literary point" of 
view, yet he who can match it with something that 
will catch on as that did will go down as an im- 
mortal.1 And "The Star-Spangled Banner," more 
scholarly, more difficult of rendition - and born of 
a lesser occasion—who can hope to equal it in the 
soul-stirring qualities that war songs must possess? 
This war has produced but one that echoes through 
all the lands with which our sympathies are en- 
listed. "It's a Long, Long Road to Tipperary" has 
led the swing in many marches and been sung in 
all the allied lands. The psychology of the war 
song is beyond analysis. Not classic metrical effort, 
nor calculated symphony by a master, will assure 
it. It does not result from learned attempt. Some- 
body who may be neither famed as poet nor 
musician puts forth an uncalcnlated effort, 
it 


touches the popular and patriotic spot, and away 
it reverberates down the ages.

ood fishers may yet outrank the sal- 
mon fishery. 
The fishing banks of 


tho Aleutian Islands and Bering sea 
are said to be as extensive as those of 
Newfoundland, which are regarded as 
inexhaustible. Several years ago a few 
Gloucester fishing sc'.iooners, equipped 
with power, came to the Pacific Coast, 
but they were not adapted 
to the 
waters, and returned to Massachusetts. 
It is proposed in Seattle to equip a

sea. These trawlers, by the way, have 
been the most efficient British weapon 
against mines and submarines in the 
North sea.

Blons In California Are smaU, and BO near 
at hand that if early information Is avail- 
able the growers in the menaced district 
can attack the insects before they ini- 
pratc. r.r.U liius nr.I^r^ticn. or. a losses can 
Be wholly prevented. 
This 
grasshopper 
survey 
Is being 
carried out to obtain this Important • in- 
formation. The work began April 23 and 
the party has investigated the west side 
of the 
Ban Joaquin valley and the 
houuiern ena, and is noiv proceeding 
northward on the east side. 
They will continue northward, encir- 
cling the Sacramento valley, and then go 
southward In the coast valleys to the 
Mexican line. 
The whole territory will 
be covered in ample time to giv» ti;j 
necessary warnings. 
Thus far this year only two districts 
have been found where the grasshoppers 
are somewhat abundant 
These are the 
extreme northwestern portion of Fresno 
county and a district In Kern county, 
near Callente. In each of these districts 
there are now about 25,000,000 grasshop- 
pers to the square mile. These are not 
as 
heavy 
Infestations as sometimes 
occur, but they need to be watched. 
The control of grasshoppers Is best ac- 
complished at the time they are assem- 
bling, which always occurs before a mi- 
gration. At that time soma form of hop- 
per dozer is most frequently tho best 
method of attack. How to make and use 
this horse-drawn trap is dnscribed, in cir- 
cular number 143 of the Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station,

Director W. W. Campbell of Lick Ob- 
servatorv has delegated the task of 
securing" their return 
to 
Secretary of 
State Lansing and Ambassador Francis 
at Petrograd, to both of whom he has 
addressed requests and has been assured 
of their assistance. 
Prevented first from 
observing tho 
eclipse by atmospheric conditions, the 
expeditionary astronomers had 
further 
difficulties in Russlp. In August of 1914 
when, about to return with their costly 
paraphernalia to this country, they found 
the Incipient war suddenly barring- the 
way. Tho Russian government could not 
afford transportation for the 
instru- 
ments out of the country, but did carry 
them as far rvs tho Russian royal obser- 
vatory, twelve miles out of Petrograd. 
There they still are. 
The Instruments have been collecting 
ever since the first of them were used 
by Lick Observatory In observing a solar 
eclipse 
in 
1SSS. Mrs. Phoebe Hearst 
Mr. and Mrs. William H. Crocker and 
others have contributed to the outfit until 
it is. now worth manv thousands of dol- 
lars. 
The observatory is going, ahead 
despite the war with its plans for ob- 
servations of the 191S eclipse, which 
probably will te made in either Idaho or 
Colorado.

"How many miles do you get to a. 


gallon?" "is a question much heard 
among 
motorists. 
Cadillac 
engineers 


have sons much further than that. vThey 
know how many separate explosions 
there are to a gallon, at least in their 
own eight-cylinder car, and just how 
much explosive force there is in a drop 
of fuel. 


For example, the amount of gasoline 


consumed by one explosion in the cylin- 
der of a Cadillac Eight engine is less 
than what a person probably imagines 
it to be. In traveling a distance of 13 
rr:'os there ire approxlrr-ately i; 1,200 


explosions. Hence on the basis of con- 
suming one gallon is divided up into 
about 151,200 parts,' or each about tha 
seven-millionth part of a gallon.
